Qn a table near the cage was a wallet 
containing thirty unmounted diamonds.

British Think Geneva Situation 
Strengthens Anti-League Sentiment.

French Spokesman’s Views. 


M. Pierre Denoyer, French spokes- 
man at the luncheon, was the only 
speaker who saw any possibility that 
disarmament might be achieved even 
if the Locarno agreement was 
wrecked.

‘In my opinion, there have been two 
fundamental changes in the sense 
that they have brought abdut a dif- 
ferent character in international life. 

I do not sée 
how any student of diplomatic history 
can fail to see :that publicity has 
greatly changed the situation. 

“Of the many volumes of recollec- 
tions which have heen published re- 
cently, I would like to mention the 
memoirs of Lord Grey, who was For- 
eign Secre for Great Britain in 
1913. Most of their contents was un- 
known, or was wrongly known. ‘But 
if Sir Austen Chamberlain were to 
write a similar volume covering the 
events of 1925, you would find that al- 
most everything in it had been pub-

helm. ‘He had devoted much time to’ 
perfecting organization so that his 
enterprises would continue; as he 
wished them, when hfe -retired. He 
was succeeded by his son, Robert P. 
Scripps. 

Mr. Scripps was born on ‘June 18, 
1854," at Rushville, Ill. _He was the 
youngest of the large family of thir- 
teen of James M. Scripps, founder of 
The Detroit News, who wert to IIlli- 
nois from England in 1840. Ww. 
Scripps’s grandfather. had been " pub- 
lisher- of The London Literary Gazette. 
Adding to the journalistic tradition in 
his family was the fact that. a cousin, 
John Locke Scripps, a friend. and biog- 

ier of Licoln, founded The Chicago 
Tribune, with Joseph Medill. 

When he was 18 years. old Scripps 
left.:the. family farm in Winchester 
County, Ohio, and joined he Detroit: 
Evening News as a newsboy. He went 
to-work shortly after his father had 
launched The Detroit: Evening News, 
an innovation then in that it was much 
amaller than the standard size news- 
paper, its riews was condensed and its 
type large. It sold for 2 cents, as 
against the five-cent price of com- 
petitors. Mr. Scripps in three years 
was successively’ newsboy, cub re- 
porter, city editor and legislative cor- 
respondent. 


Starts Cleveland Penny Press. 


When he was 24 years old he per- 
suaded his father to supply $10,000 as 
backing. for a paper in Cleveland. E. 
W. Scripps was put in charge and in 
1878 The Cleveland Penny Press came 
into being. It was on that newspaper 
that Mr. Scripps first put into force 
the policies which he extended to other 
journals as he acquired them. 

He used the old United Press news 


service. In 1896, when that organiza- 
tion showed signs of crumbling, Mr. 
Scripps created a small supplemental 
press. service of his own, leaving its 
development to an associate, Milton 

McRae. Soon after Mr. Scripps 
launched this activity the old United 
Press passed out. This service then 
became the only source of telegraphic 
news open to the Scripps dailies. This 
service, known as the Scripps-McRae 
Press Association, continu for ten 
years. In 1906 Colonel McRae negoti- 
ated the purchase of the control of 
the Publishers’ Press Association. Two 
years later these organizations were 
merged with the Pacific Coast Press 
Association, forming the United ken 
Associations. The Newspaper Eni 
prise. Association, which supplies aif 
tures, was organized twenty-five years 
ago. 

Since his retirement. he had twice 
circumnavigated the globe. At the 
time of his. death he was bound for 
the’ Mediterranean following a cruise, 
upon which he embarked last Septem- 
ber, down . the East coast of Africa 
as far as Capetown

_ "TOUGH LUCK," HE DECLARES 


Had Been Sought Since 1915, When 
He Jumped Bail While Awaiting 
Appealin Alleged Swindle. 


In the line-up of prisoners in the 


bany Kid,” who ascribed his arres« 
the night before to ‘tough luck.” 
Franklin was hurrying through the 
Pennsylvania Station toward a train 
at 9 P. M. when Detective Joseph 
Daly, just getting off a train with a 
prisoner from Miami, Fia., spied him 
and seized him. 

Daly recognized Franklin as a man 
for whom the police of this city had 
been looking since 1915, when the Court 
of Appeals upheld his conviction in a 
. Magistrate’s Court on a disorderly 

conduct charge growing out of an al- 
leged ‘‘coin-matching”’ swindle, as welt 
as the six months’ imprisonment im- 
posed on him. Interest in Franklin's 
case was intensified at the time, ac- 
cording to Detective Daly, because 
Franklin disappeared at ‘about the time 
the decision was rendered against him,

Writer’s Wife, Has Mysteriously 
Disappeared, Banton Says. 


The mysterious disappearance of 
Mrs. Howard Johnson, wife of a song 
writer, District Attorney Banton ex- 
plained yesterday, was the reason 
Harry Sitomer, who has an interna~ 
| tional police record, had not been 
brought to trial in General Sessions on 
a charge of aiding Harry Behan, now 
in Sing Sing, in robbing Mrs. Johnson 





Alamac Hotel two years ago. 

Mrs. Johnson’s disappearance became 
known through the, release of Sitomer 
from the Tombs on Friday under $15,- 
000. bail and his immediate rearrest by, 
one of Inspector Coughlin’s detectives 
on two warrants issued by a’ United 
States Commissioner in, Washington, 
D. C. An indictment there charged 
him with misappropriation of $8,000 in 
jewelry, which he had obtained from 
E. M. Rosenthal & Co., Washington 
jewelers, in February, 1925. : 

When, Sitomer was arrested in No- 
vember last on Mrs. Johnson’s com- 
plaint he was questioned about the 
slaying of Louise Lawson, music stu- 
dent, in her home in West Seventy- 
seventh Street, in February, 1924. In- 
spector Coughlin admitted yesterday 
that no helpful information was ob- 
tained from the man. 

Sitomer was kept in a cell in Police 
Headquarters Friday night, and was 
released in $2,500. bail for a hearing on 
the Washington charge when. ar- 
raigned yesterday in the Federal 
Building before United: States Com- 
missioner Cotter. 

“I do not know whether Mrs.-John- 
son has met with foul play or not,” 
District Attorney Banton said yester- 
day. ‘“‘Her husband declares that he 
knows nothing of her whereabouts. 
Mrs. Johnson, in the trial of Behan, 
who was convicted of participation in 
the robbery of the woman, and sen- 
tenced to twenty. years, was subjected 
to a grueling cross-examination but, 
despite that, Bs gp vncaer @ willingness 
to appear aa ainst, Sitomer. I believed 
that Mrs. Johnson had gone to Florida, 
but my investigators can find no trace 
of her. ‘We shall continue our search 
for her.”’

VIENNA, March 13.-A sensation has 
been caused by a statement by Pro- 
fessor Dr. Grassberger, lecturing be- 
fore the Urania Scientific Society last 
night, in which he bluntly contradicted 
the official version of the deaths of six 
children from diphtheria serum last 
year in the Baden Children’s Home. 

The professor, who. was one of the 
experts examining the affair, stated 
that the serum manufacturers by mis- 
take put. poison instead of serum in 
the tube used, and he said the Min- 
ister of Health, answering an interpel- 
lation a month ago, declared the serum 
makers blameless and that the serum, 
by “chemical reactions after its sale, 
changed into poison.

Asserts That it Has No Further

The Westchester County Park Com- 
mission announced yesterday that the 
establishment of the Westchester 
County park system had brought 
about unprecedented -real estate ac- 
tivity and advance in land values in 
Westchester during the past two years. 
V. Everit Macy, President of the com- 
mission, at the same time denied 
charges that the commission had been 
guilty of ‘‘wasteful and hurried ex- 
penditures and the demanding of ex- 
cessive and unusual powers.” 

Referring to the increase in land 
values, Mr. Macy said: ‘This increase 
in valuation has more than paid for 
the land acquired by the commission.” 

“In order to\ quiet various rumors,” 
he added, “the commission wishes to 
state that it has no extensions or de- 


jsp oe under consideration beyond 
those already approved by the Board 
of Supervisors last January.” 

It was pointed out that the increased 
real estate activity had resulted from 
the certainty that enhanced values 
would follow the parks. The Bronx 
River Parkway, although only com- 
pleted in 1925, already furnished 
striking evidences of the creation of 
taxable values. At Fleetwood the 
Bronx Parkway Commission in 1920 
paid $3,000 per acre for land now in- 
cluded in the reservation. In 1924 im- 
mediately adjoining Iand was sold at 
more than $11,000 per acre for a $5,000,- 
000, apartment house project. In 
Bronxville the Park Commission paid 
21 cents per square foot for a tract in 
1916. Adjacent land was valued at §2 
per square foot as apartment house 
sites and it was occupied by apartment 
houses valued at $1,000,000. Zoning 
regulations permitting the erection of 
apartment houses had ihfluenced the 
increase in values, but the parkway 
made such zoning possible. 

The open spaces, light and air af- 
forded by the Bronx River Parkway 
made the adjoining lands adaptable: to 
apartment house construction, which 
brought the largest return in taxable 
values, it was said. Within a few 
years miles of apartment houses and 
other high-class developments along 
the parkway would be yielding millions 
of dollars as a direct result of parkway

Son at McGrath, in what is known as 
the Kuskokwim country, which today 
even to the “‘sourdough’’ in this re- 
mote interiot country is considered 
the very ultimate in frontier country. } 
Bundy has *“mushed’’ dogs and gone 
through most of the varied category 
that goes into the make-up of real 
“sourdoughs.’’

The ship stops anywhere from thirty 
minutes to ten hours at the picturesque 
Alaska towns and» fishing villages 
along the way to Seward, the terminus 
of the Government’s Alaska Railroad. 

At this season of the year, however, 
after the ship leaves Juneau, the cap) 
ital of*the Territory, and strikes out [

dova, it is apt to be “not so-good.”’ 
In this instance ‘it was all that. 

On account of the delicate construc- 
tion of the radio. apparatus; we de- 
cided at the outset -not to risk the 
shipment of the apparatus by freight, 
but took the whole outfit into the 
stateroom with us.

Also it is. expected, said an official 
here, that the anxiety of American in- 
vestors will be allayed by publication 
of the regulations, and that they will 
find it possible to invest in Mexico 
on a basis of absolute security. It is 
expected’ that when the regulations 
are fully known American capital‘ will 
fagain flow into Mexico, but under 
slightly restricted -conditions which 
will be to the advantage and safety of 
the investments.

Greater Care Advised. 


“Of 1,980 fatal accidents in 1925, in 
which motorists were involved, 839,. or 
about 43 per cent., of them. were 
charged to the inattention of the 
driver,”’ said Mr. Cole. “‘Of 1,166 pedes- 
trians killed in Motor accidents, 527, or 
45 per cent., were listed as being the 
result of walking, running or playing 
in the streets, and 208, or 17 per cent., 
met their death while crossing. a 
street. Surely a large proportion of 
these motorists and pedestrians did 
not realize their own responsibility to 
use care on the streets. 

“In order to carry on.this educa- 
tional work for safety: special organ- 
izations, such as safety councils or 
branches of local Chambers of Com- 
merce or motor. clubs, have been estab- 
lished. The first problem presenting 
itself to such organizations is, ‘How 
can every man, woman and child in 
the local community be reached quick- 
ly with the safety message and con- 
vinced of its value?’ Civic bodies 
should be encouraged to feel that the 
prevention of accidents is a problem of 
public welfare and as such is an ac- 
tivity which they should feel duty- 
bound to support and some portion of 
which they should welcome an oppoer- 
tunity to actively undertake as a regu- 
lar club matter.”

ROSSI TELLS WHY. 
HE SURRENDERED 


Says His insistence Was an 
Embarrassment to Mussolini, 
Who Hoped He'd Escape. 


DIFFICULT TO GET INTO JAIL 


Police Were Not Looking for Him— 
“Campaign of Lies” Was Started- 
Against Him Afterward. 


The articles by General Rossi, 
containing his charges against. Pre- 
mier Mussolini and the Fascist 
régime, have been sworn to, by him, 
before Hdadroid . Smith, American 
Vice Consul in Paris, as “‘true and 
faithful statements of fact, ana 
“notably, the accusations therein 
contained against Benito Mussoline 
are known to him, Rossi, to be true, 
as he has already affirmed to the 
ItaKan courts.”

PARIS, March 13.—I determined, for 
the reasons already stated, to sur- 
render myself at the Regina Coeli 
prison Sunday, June 22, 1924, eight 
days after the warrant for my arrest 
had been issued. 

My surrender instantly created a fa- 
vorable impression toward mé among 
the public, This was unsuited to Mus- 
solini’s: purposes,. Although the Duce 
knew that this was a courageous and 
voluntary act on my part, he instantly 
ciréulated. through the. semi-official 
press ‘statements declaring I had been 
cornered and forced. to~ surrender. 
Some papers even said I had been ar- 
rested and then allowed to simulate 
voluntary surrender. These were bla- 
tant lies, as Mussolini well knew. He 
really hoped I would escape abroad 
and the police believed I had done so. 
They had relaxed their. search and I 
had been living tranquilly among 
friends and could have remained at 
literty for months. 

But I detested my equivocal position. 
1 wanted to be judged and thus end 
the campaign of slander which Mus- 
solini had launched in the press. Old 
rivals, like Dino, Grandi and Farinac- 
ci, were writing vile calumnies. My 
soul revolted against) the iniquities 
which 1 suffered and I determined to 
clear my name.

All rison police authori- 
ties can testify to my complete sur- 
render.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 7.—Beyond doffbt 
there has loomed within the last year 
&@ political cloud having its centre over 
Manchuria, and already observers: in 
this part of the world talk of it as a 
“war cloud.” Japan and Russia, for- 
mer enemies and for the last ten years 
quondam and quarrelsome friends, are 
giated to be the principal warring 
mations. 

Until recently I have been skeptical 
about this so-called war cloud. Nor 
can I yet see in the broader elements 
of the issue posed in Manchuria now 
an actual imminence of war. The clash 
of interests and policy among nations 
‘there is plain enough. It is conceiv- 
able, is even probable, that eventually 
an important armed struggle will come 
“eut of. that situation. But I am not 
@onvinced that the occasion is “set” 
&y it to commence. 

& prerequisite of a deli erate war is 
that at Idast one belligerent must be 
ready. Readiness in such cases means 
more thi. military preparedness. It 
includes various collateral factors: dip- 
lomatic aprangements and combina- 
tions, finances, credit, attitudes of con- 
tiguous nations and supposed) neutrals, 
policies and alignments of other impor- 
tant powers, and the likg. 

While I cannot feel that the military 
party in Japan has given up its impe- 
rial dreams and purposes, I have felt 
gince the Washington conference, and 
Japan’s loss of the alliance with Great 
Britain, that for some years anyhow 
her policy needed to be reoriented, and 
during that time it would drop or 
camouflage its aggressive tendencies 
toward her néighbor nations—Russia 
wnd China. Syperfidially, at least, that 
has taken place. But suddenly some- 
thing ‘that seems.to look like. a war 
cloud again lowers over Manchuria. 

The Matters at Stake. 

What is there in Manchuria to fight 
about? 

Land, for one thing. Manchuria is 
about the same area as the States of 
Illinois, Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska 
combined. Its topography, climate, 
goil and natural resources are quite 
similar to those States. Compared with 
other parts of China, and with Japan, 
the country is thinly populated. If 


Manchuria was as densely populated as 
are Shantung, Chekiang and Kiangsu

Manchuria has been the scene of one 
great war which was fought because 


of exactly the same national needs 


desires, ambitions and impulses which 
compose the present situation. Twenty 
years have passed. Conditions have 
changed somewhat, new influences 
have arigen, but basic elgments are the 
same as then. 

Twenty years ago the fo posi- 
tion in Manchuria was entirely Rus- 
sian. Russia then held the Liao-tung. 
Vladivostok and Port Arthur were for- 
tified bases. The entire railway sys- 
tem of Manchuria and Eastern Siberia 
was under Russian control. sa 

Now Japan has Port Arthur. Viadi- 
vostok is- not fortified. Japan’s rail- 
ways hold Manchuria tightly well up 
into the middle of the country. Jap- 
anese have added several lines to those 
taken from Russia, and they plan to 
build others. Russia nominal 
partnership in thé Chinese Eastern 
Railway, and her influence, supported 
now by a large Russian populatiog in 
Central Manchuria and along the Amur 
River, still is strong. 

Meanwhile China has made progress 
in the way of shaking off foreign re- 
sovereignty, and has 
| gained some strength by reason of a 
‘ehange of major international align- 
ments, sentiment and influences. 

By the latest agreenients and treaties 
Manchuria is recognized as being a 
part of China. New treaties havé been 
made between China and Russia by 
which the Russian grip is relaxed and 
by which China’s authority in the 
Eastern provinces is restored in de- 
gree. And while China has not suc- 
ceeded in materially weakening 
Japan’s hold, at least that has lost the 
greater portion of what it previously 
had of international recognition and 
sanction. On paper Ja ’s territorial 
and other status in Manchuria is neb- 
ulous because the Peking Government 
has denounced the Liao-tung lease and 
other-concessions and privileges. 


Japan’s Grip Is Stronger. 


But while Japan’s paper status rests 
now on uncertain ground, her hold has 
been strengthened in some respects. 

Especially is.this so just now, for by 
giving moral support to Chang Tso-lin 
in the recent crisis the Japanese tied 
the Mukden war lord more closely to 
Tokio, placed him under further obli- 
gations to them, financial and other- 
wisé, and now have him in such a posi- 
tion that if their support is withdrawn 
his power almost surely will collapse. 

Before the crisis of November and 
December, when Chang narrowly 
escaped being deposed by other Chi- 
nese militarists who covet his place, 
he had become to a degree independent 
of the Japanese and was disposéd at 
times to reject their advice. His ven- 
tures into China proper did not please 
Tokio. Nevertheless he proceeded, and 
his prestige and influence. spread be- 
yond Manchuria ; for some time it was 
felt even in’ the Yangtze Valley. ° 

Now his prestige and influence inside 
the Wall have almost’ vanished. 
Chang’s power now has little to sup- 
port it from Chinesé sources.and ele- 
ments. He seems to have become in 
reality a puppet of Japan, dependent 
on external aid to hold his power. This 
is an invidious position now before the 
Chinese people. “ 

For a time, in the last two years, the 
Soviets sought to detach Chang Tso-lin 
from the Japanese, and a diplomatic 
flirtation with him was carried on by 
Comrade Karakhan, the Soviet Am- 
bassador in Peking. Realizing the im- 
permanence of Russia’s casual rap- 
prochement with Japan in Eastern 
Asia, and desirous of keeping a hold on 
railway management and development 
in Manchuria and Mongolia, which 
hooks in strategically with the Siberian 
and Amur lines, Moscow tried to nego- 
tiate a private railway convention 
with Chang and also one with Peking. 

Japan watched those moves closely, 
frustrated them in so far as could be 
done -without straining ,elations vgth 
the Soviets, and made counter-moves_ 
of her own to tighten up her strategi-" 
cal position by building some ‘‘feeder’’ 
lines connected with the South Man- 
¢churian Railway. The old battle was 
on.again. 


Russia’s Deal With Feng. 


If the Japanese had Chang, whose 
location and other. needs brought him 
distinctly within their ‘‘sphere,’’ under 
influence and a degree of intimidation, 
the Soviets could play that game too, 
fand their opportunity came when 
Chang became estranged, from Feng 
Yu-hsiang over their. comparative in- 
fluence in the Peking Government. 
Feng’s geographical location and the 
alignments of other Chinese milia- 
rists forced him back on Russia for a 
source of supplies. Thus, for the last 
year the clash of Japanese and Rus- 
sian interests and policies in Man- 
churia and Mongolia has been carried 
on behind the curtain of the rivalry of 
Feng and Chang. 

Not long ago a conference was held 
in Moscow by Russia, Japan and 
China, to discuss their connecting rail- 
way interests in Eastern Asia, and 
especially in Manchuria, where all of 
them overlap. Nomixally that confer- 
ence was economic; it was to deal with 
such matters as transshipments, rates, 
connections, through tickets, mails, 
freight charges and the like; an ordi- 
nary traffic convention. ‘ 

But it developed quickly that the 
main considerations with all the Gov- 
ernments were political 4nd strategi- 
cal. Consequently, the conference vir-. 
tually came to naught. 

Foreign military observers who have 
studied conditions in Manchuria and 
Mongolia and Eastern Siberia lately 
profess to believe from’ what they see 
there that war is sure to occur in a 
short time. They remark what to them, 
are unmistakable military and strategi- 
cal preparations and dispositions. 

For example, one may notice the 
chain of large hotels which the South 
Manchuriah Railway has constructed 
along that line.

WORLD’S ENGINEERS 
TO CONVENE HERE 


Aim at International Agreement 
on Standardization of Water 
Power Data. 





Prominent ~American, and European 
engineers and scientists will attend the 
ten-day convention of the International 
Electrotechnical Commission | which 


will begin at the Engineering Societies 
Building on April 13. 

Representatives of a score of nations 
will be sent to the convention, which 
will try to formulate an international 
agreement for the measurement of 
water power and the standardization 
of water-power data. 

The President of the commission will 
be Signor C. Semenza of Italy: 

Germany will send leading industrial- 
ists and educators, among them Dr. P. 
Strecker, professor at Heidelberg and 
President. of the German Electrotech- 
nical Committee; Professor M. Kloss, 
Charlottenberg; Dr. P. Schirp, Secre- 
tary of the German Electrotechnical 
Committee; Professor Rudenberg of 
Siemens-Schuckertwerke. and Dr. R.

OF HORTHY REGIME 


Count Asserts Counterfeiting 
Plot Will Be Death-Blow 
to Hungarian Rule. 


CALLS CRIMES INEVITABLE 


Ultra-Chauvinist Policy. Béund . to 

*Kead to Immoral Acts, Noble- 
man Declares. 
ee oe 


The recent counterfeiting -plot will 

prove the death-blow of the Horthy 
régime in Hungary, Count Michael 
Karolyi declared in an interview which 
appeared in the Adeverul of Feb. 14. 
The Count is in, Paris, where he leads 
a very modest life, the interviewer 
says. 
‘In the opinion of the Hungarian 
nobleman the Facist and ultra-chavin- 
ist attitude on which, he alleges, the 
Horthy régime is based, is bound to 
lead to just such immoral acts as the 
counterfeiting of money. hile not 
prophesying when the fall is.due, the 
Count said that the régime had finally 
received a fatal blow. 

“The world,” he added, “was not 
moved by the assassinations of Horthy, 
but it will not tolerate a Government 
based on the falsification of bills, be- 
cause this constitutes a direct threat 
which concerns the financial interest 
of the other countries. Even the re- 
actionary element in the Occident 
realizes that Horthyism, counterfeiter 
of money, is a'great danger. Then, it 
must not be forgotten that Hungary 1s, 
financially, under the tutelage of the 
League of Nations. How can they ap- 
prove of a régime which declares the 
counterfeiting of money a patriotic act? 

“TI do not precisely recall when it was 
that a newspaper printed a caricature 
in which a Hungarian Minister is.made 
to say proudly that if, France will de- 
mand an indemnity of 200,000,000 
francs, the Budapest Government will 
pay with counterfeit pounds. This in- 
dicates the true mentality of those who 
today govern Hungary. 


End of False Prestige Seen. 


“T think, therefore, that the Horthy 
system is fatally wounded. Its false 
prestige is gone. The French, English 
and American press believed that Hun- 
gary is consolidated, that Horthy and 
Bethlen are both gentlemen and states- 
men: Foreign opinion trustel Bethlen. 
Now they have grown wiser.” 

Count Karolyi brought the direct 

charge that both Horthy and Bethlien 
were personally-implicated in the plot. 
He. stressed that point in particular. 
_ “There can be no doubt that both 
Horthy and Bethlen are. guilty,’’ he 
said. ‘There is proof even outside of 
the letters of Bethlen which are, of 
course, also,‘faisified.’ The guilt of the 
régime is proved by the whole attitude 
of the Government, by the way in 
which the investigation was conducted 
and also by the means used to prevent 
the investigation by the French agents 
and *the opposition from proceeding. 
All the persons in the circle of Horthy 
and Bethlen, and they themselves in 
the first place, are compromised.

The causes of the scandal are trace- 
able to the spirit of ultra-chauvinism 
reigning not only' in Hungary but in 
other lands as well, Count Karolyi 
maintained. S 

“For the explanation of the entire 
situation we should look at the concep- 
tion of nationalism and patriotism held 
by the reactionary Hungarians. They 
are the conception of ultra-chauvin- 
istic Fascism. You know them. You 
know that according to that doctrine, 
as soon as you invoke the interests of 
the country, you assume the right to 
commit any crime, individual or mass; 
any kind of falsification, of ‘bills or 
other kinds; in a word, any sort of 
ignominy. “ 

“The ultra-chauvinists have the face 
to declare that they. are the country 
and whoever is not a patriot is a trai- 
tor. In the countries which lost the 
war this Fascism works for revenge 
and war, while in the victorious coun- 
tries they offer as a pretext the need 
to consolidate the conquered territories 
in order to introduce an oppressive mil- 
itary and police dictatorship.”’ 

The speaker made it clear that he 
was alluding to Italy. He added, how- 
ever, that this doctrine has assumed 
especially dangerous forms in Hun- 
gary.

Prot. Munro ‘Says $1 000,000’ 


“Is Needed to Fill Up Gaps: in 
American History. 


MUCH NOW IN OBSCURITY 


‘ Valuable Relics Exposed to Loss— 
Wants Unprejudiced Study of 
Pending Problems. 


Some of the serious gaps in Ameri- 
@an history and the difficulties in fill- 
ing them were discussed yesterday by 
Prof. Dana C. Munro of Princeton, 
President. of the American Historical 
Association, which is appealing for an 








endowment of $1,000,000 to enable 
American historians to carry on. re- 
search toward clearing of obscure and 
doubtful passages of American history. 

“Every student knows,’ said Profes- 
sor Munro, “how many papers relating 
to the ‘history of the American Revolu- 
tion are now exposed to loss by fire, 
break-up of families and other com- 
mon accidents. We are beginning to 
appreciate also the importance of other 
manuscript materials too often neglect- 
ed by historians, such as business cor- 
respondence and the personal papers 
of leaders in social, religious and edu- 
cational movements. 

“Tt is also important to reproduce 
rare printed material, such as early 
pamphlets and. the invaluable older 
newspapers. Work of this kind would 
involve only the continuation and de- 
velopment of services already a: 
formed. 


Wants Systematic Effort. 
“The time has now come, however, 


when the association ought to assume 
@ more itive leadership. We have 
not had this country enough syste- 
matic effort to direct the attention of 
investigators toward special problems 
which need to be solved; whether f#rom 
the point of view of the historians 
themselves or pith Pr proper regare for

“Some of the most valuable work 
has been"gnd always will be, done by 
isolated workers following leads de- 
termined only by their own personal in- 
terest—by Scholars who are often com-

“Such -work ought, indeéd, to be en- 
couraged by grants in aid of per- 
sonal researches. It should, however, 
be possible for a cooperative agency 
like wren American Historical Associa- 
tion to survey from time to time large 
fields of historical study, with a view, 
first, to determining “what gaps most 
need to ‘be filled, and then enlisting 
the necessary workers. 


“To a considerable extent, priority 
may well be given to investigations 
through which the historian may pro- 
vide a proper background of experience 
for the study of pressing political and 
social problems. 

“Now that the United States has be- 
come the most influential ‘of world 
powers, there is urgent need for more 
thorough and dispassionate studies of 
the history of American interantional 
relations, including contacts with 
Europe, Latin’ America and the Far 
East. 

“The appeal to history is often made 
by partisans, but nearly always such

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 13.— 
“The -mission of‘ the Church is to 
speak. and to fight against everything 
that is hurting men and women and 
to fight and speak for whatever will 
enrich .and purify human ‘life,’ said 
Professor Robert Seneca Smith, repre- 
genting the Yale Divinity School, in 
addressing 3,000. boys and girls to- 
day at a city conference on the topic, 
“Youth and ‘the Church.” 

“It is not the essential mission of 
the Church to maintain a moving pic- 
ture theatre, district nurses and a 
gymnasium with a swimming pool. 

“Young people-become impatient at 
the Church, become restless under its 
ceremonies. whose purpose they do not 
perceive, annoyed by its dogmatism 
whose value they do not feel, and irri- 
tated by its sectarianism the continu- 
tion of which they consider hostile to 
the spirit of Jesus. . Youth is critcal— 
often destructively critical-of - what- 
éver tradition. has perpetuated, but 
youth is by no means cynical and un- 
reasonable, as its elders have sup- 
posed. win 3 7 

“Young people ask: ‘Why doesn’t 
the Church do away with meaningless 
rites and dogmas and set itself 
to the task of doing something?’ We 
ask ‘What would you have it.do?’ All 
sorts of answers are heard. 

“‘We-are impatient with the impa- 
tience of youth. It must come off the 
sidelines and take part in the game 
of rebuilding: the Church in such a 
way that it may carry out the program 
of Christ in the modern world. That, 
in short, is the work of the Church in 
which youth must have a part, not in 
criticizing, but in cooperating.

Infltience of Christian Teachings. 


“Some of the impatience of young 
people with the Church is due to their 
failure to think of her as the creator 
of a Christian public opinion. Of course, 
many other institutions profoundly af- 


fect public opinion—the press, moving 
pictures, the theatre, the schools, por 
litical parties, books, &c. _ Their influ- 
ence may be good or bad, usually it is 
both.. But no other institution exists 
primarily to. take the teachings and 
spirit of Jesus and weave them into 
the fabric of our public conscience. 

“The Church exists. primarily to 
speak out on the issues of our day, or 
to speak against whatever is hurting 
men and women and children, and to 
speak for whatever is enriching or 
purifying our human life. 

“Our youth are saying that the punt 
ought to speak -more boldly and cer- 
tainly upon such: questions, that its 
message should carry the ringing con- 
viction and insight of Jesus. But our 
young people may .well remind them- 
selves and their elders that the Church 
can never be an effective molder of 
public opinion until those who. sit in 
the pews are as ready as the clergy to 
speal: on every. public question with 
the courage and conviction of their 
Master. 

“Here is a. challenge which the 
Church makes to our youth—to unite 
with others in the Church in a cam- 
paign for a more Christian public 
opinion, especially with regard to mat- 
ters of personal conduct, school 
standards, honor, athletics, fraterni- 
ties and all those questions which: per- 
tain to student life and thought. .

Plans to send American undergradu- 
ates to study abroad and the activities 
of the Committee on Foreign Travel 
and Study, under whose auspices nine 
students are taking courses at foreign 
universities for their junior year, were 
described: yesterday by Mareus M. 
Marks, former President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan and a member of 
the committee. The committee is work- 
ing in cooperation with the American 
Council on Education. 

“The Regents of the universities of 
Great Britain have adopted the plan,”’ 
Mr. Marks said, *‘and are in active co- 
operation. . In France, Spain\and Ger- 
many and in -other countries the 
prégress is satisfactory. Our. students 
will spend their Summer vacations 
‘abroad, and, if seriously inclined, will 
devote themselves to study in a foreign 
university and receive. corresponding 
credit on their return here. - 

‘“‘The number of students going across 
will increase from year to year as it 
becomes more patent.that it is no more 
expensive. to spend the year abroad 
than here in view of the lower cost of 
living on the other side. Some of the 
steamship companies have. reduced the 
cost of passage.to a minimum for the 
student class. 

“A few scholarships have been pro- 
vided through the efforts of a special 
committee cooperating with the Amer- 
ican Council on Education. The plan 
is to select especially promising stu- 
dents from our various colleges and 
allow each $1,000 toward one ction 
expenses abroad. 

“An anonymous friend subscribed. 
three scholarships, Felix M. Warburg 
three, Mrs. Andrew Carnegie one, 8S. 
W. Straus one and Aaron Naumburg 
one. All of these except the anony- 
mous ones have just been renewed for 
1926.and Mr. Naumburg has increased 
his contribution to two scholarships.’’ 


DENIES MAN’S INSTINCT 
TO FIGHT-IS LESSENED 


Dr. E. C. Jessup Says Only Way 
to End War Is to Sublimate the 
Feeling, Not Repress It.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 13.—Sub- 
limation. rather than repression of 
man’s fighting instincts is the only 
means to lessen future wars, in. the 
opinion of Dr.: Everett. Colgate Jessup, 
graduateof the Princeton class of ‘11

“Man if a fighting animal,’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘an infinitely cruel, savage, re- 
lentless fighting animal and any 
‘dreamer of peaceful. sway’ not recog- 
nizing this is but thinking in the stuff 
f dreams. He denies that man’s fight- 

ing instinct has been lessened by the 

wth of civilization. 

If food ig plentiful, clothing 
Dr. Jessup, the fighting instinct may 
temporarily become.passive. He.“dez’ 
clared the difference with wihch 
reacted to stimuli’ which disturbed 
these factors varied with peoples, *be- 
ing “directly proportional ‘to. ° the 
amount of pubnacity and the intensity 
of the stimulus.” The article admits 
that there is a very small percentage 
of men with fear complexes, who,. un-: 
like animals, will not fight even when 
cornered. 

“Permanent peace may come,” he 
concludes, ‘‘not by the fiat of man’s 
law repressing the expressions of one 
of man’s most fundamental instincts, 
but by the sublimation of this incred- 
ibly vast store of pugnacious emery 
into the creative arts, the worship of 
the beautiful, true religion, clean sport 
and the spirit of sportsmanship.” 


“DAMNED SOULS” ASSAILED 


Rochester’s Professed Atheists Re- 
pudiated in College Paper. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 13 (4).— 
The students, professed atheists, who 
recently organized ‘The Damned 
Souls’ Society at the University of 


Rochester were not representative of 
the university or of student opinion, 
it was said in an editorial appearing 
today in “‘The Campus,”’ the student 
body’s newspaper. 

The paper declared that the students, 
generally were displeased with the 
whole affair and repudiated the so- 
ciety’s connection in any official way. 
with the student body. 

The editorial follows: 

“The Campus, as official organ for 
the men’s college, speaks for the great 
majority of the student body when it 
declares that the group. of self-styled 
‘Damned Souls’ is not representative of 
Rochester students nor of student 
opinion or thought. 

“To the critical person it is obviou? 
that. a group. of five or six avowed 
members, and they almost entirely 
underclassmen, can present no general 
indictment of the university or of the 
student body. 

“The campus, therefore, takes this 
opportunity to reflect student opinion 
on the -matterjas being heartily dis- 

leased with the whole affair and re- 
cudiatitig the group’s connection in any 
official way with the student Rody of 
Rochester.”’

KincH wey deprecates the 
panic about crime waves, manifesting 
itself in outcries for severer penalties 
and new penalties. His fears would 
seem to have little basis. Whatever 
penalties we may write on our statute. 
books, the chances: are that the heavier 
they are the less they will be enforced, 
if we may judge from our present experi- 
ence. Nothing in the way of penal theory 
will affect one basic factor in the situ- 
ation, which is the failure of the police 
to apprehend criminals. If in St. 
Louis only 85 ‘persons received punish- 
ment in 2,075 cases of . robbery, the 
courts were not entirely at fault... The 
total number of arrests was only 879. 
Nearly nine chances in ten of not being 
caught after committing robbery, and 
only one chance in five of being con- 
victed after being caught—this is 4 con- 
dition of affairs that should greatly 
simplify the task of the many agencies 
now engaged in studying the subject.

THE CALL OF SPRING. 

“Great concert of song sparrows in 
willows and elders along Swamp Brook,” 
wrote T'HOREAU in his Journal on March 
14, 1854. In the afternoon he counted 
forty robins in the meadow north of 
Sleepy Hollow. About 5:30 P. M. he 
heard the loud honking of geese and, 
throwing up his window, saw, “a large 
flock ‘in disordered harrow” flying 
north. Spring had come in Concord, 
‘earlier than usual. “Spring in our 
northern climate,” said BuRkRouGHS, 
“may fairly be said to extend from the 
“middle of March to the middle of 
“June.” -Summer comes in June some- 
times, sweltering days with the mercury 


that is rare. When the last leaf is out 
Spring is over. That was the reckoning 
of the philosopher of Slabsides, who ex- 
pected to:play host to the fair young 
things of Vassar in filmy gowns in June 
weather, delegations of them worshiping 
at his shrine, making the vineyard ring 
with their laughter, quizzing him about 
the phoebe and the bobolink, and singing 
farewells as they trooped down to the 
river in the twilight. 

_If a man is happiest when: his work 
is congenial, JOHN BURROUGHS was a 
fortunate mortal. He made easy “ copy ” 
of the birds he studied and the flowers 
he loved. He interpreted in limpid prose 
which it is no effort to read. With every 
Spring he renewed his youth: 

The dandelion tells me when to look 
for the. swallow, the dogtooth violet 
when to expect the wood thrush, and 
when I have found the wake-robin in 
bloom I know the season is fairly .

He. kept a tally of the feathered 
migrants; he marked the precession of 
the flowers. There is no better hobby.

_ Yonder bluebird with the earth tinge 
on his breast and the sky tinge on his 
back—did he come down out of heayen 
on that bright March morning when he 
,teld me {BO softly and :plaintively, that, 
if we pleased, Spring had come? 

JOHN BURROUGHS has sent more imag- 
inative people to the woods. than any 
other American writcr. Compared with 
him, THOREAU seems pedantic. Neither 
was a great naturalist.. Even Hupson 
did not call himself one. To write like 
‘a great naturalist is often to be prosaic. 
‘Walt WHITMAN had but a limited 
knowledge of birds. and he could not 
count many trees or plants, but those

“They. are filled with tragedies of in- 
dividual disappointment and comedies of 
victories which are never permanently 
achieved; because what is seemingly ac- 
complished this year may be amended 
and wholly deleted in the next or some 
future_revise.

Here is written not only the progressive 
new freedom of women but also the other 
side of the equalizing of the sexes.

Stepchildren are especially protected by 
a. new statute in Vermont, and in Minne- 
sota. the State extends its care not only 
to the feeble-minded but also to children 
“physically or mentally incapable of 
study in a-public school or of adoption.” 
As to marriage and divorce, the general 
conclusion drawn by the committee is 
that getting married is made more diffi- 
cult; but the laws cited seem to indicate 
that the States are not all moving in the 
same direction, for while in. Michigan 
and Vermont a five-day delay is required 
between the issuance of the marriage li- 
cense and the solemnization of the wed- 
ding, Nebraska has repealed a, like re- 
quirement. The statistics as to divorce 
which Bishop MANNING quoted a few 
days. ago intimate that. even if State 
legislation is, on the whole, making mar- 
riage more difficult, it is not doing the 
same for divorce. 

There is ‘a great mass of" legislation 
touching highways and motor vehicles, 
enacted in the effort to keep abreast of 
Viis new agency of transportation. That

volume: New laws on education have 
‘to do chiefly with the prohibition of the

The subjects are as numerous as 
the concerns of a highly complicated 
civilization. .And with the closer imping- 
ing of individuals as population grows 
and their interests grow more Complex, 
the prospect is of increasing volumes ad 
infinitum, unless the Legislatures vest 
more power in municipalitiés or give 
administrative officers a larger meas- 
ure of rule-making power. But even so, 
this process probably would not, as the 
committee ‘observes, reduce the bulk of 
restraints on individual action by public 
authority, for the area of human activi- 
ties subject to control: by law is tending 
to increase! This is not an agreeable 
prospect for the individual, whose 
volumes of literature of restraint ‘give 
promise of growing till theré is no room 
left for the literature of personal pref- 
erence in its infinite vatiety—and, be- 
sides, ames is foe legislation.

Mr. David Lawrence's new paper, The 
United States Daily, is to be welcomed not 
only on its own merits as a boid and im- 
aginative experiment in journalism, but for 
the stimulating effect it has already ex- 
erted on a rival Washington publication.

Lawrence’s paper assigns only one page 
apiece to the proceedings in the Senate and 
in the House. This may be all the space 
that is considered necessary or all the space 
that the public can possibly stand, but in 
either case the contributing editors of the 
Congressional Record have taken up the 
challenge. With commendable wisdom they 
have not tried to compete with Mr. Law- 
rence on his own‘ground. To him they 
have left what is known professionally as 
the straight news interest, and have decided 
to. concentrate on features and comic re- 
lief, which have always been the Record’s 
strong points. The hasty reader of recent 
news from the Capitol may be under the 
impression that a great prohibition debate 
has for some time been under way.

Emhel- 
lishments which would require addi- 
tional construction, or which would 
add to the engineering difficulties or 
which would not be in complete har- 
mony with the intention of the struc- 
i would be illogical and undesir- 
able. 

“The design therefore must. be re- 
duced to its simplest -elements. © It 
must rely upon its proportions with 
or such embellishments or érnamen- 

tion as necessary to accent it at im- 
portant points. Therefore ornamenta- 
tion must be used sparingly and with 
discretion. Skififully handled, it will 
add beauty and dignity to the design, 
but in the last mnt a the design 
must rely upon its proportions, and yet 
the proportions, especially- of the great 
towers, are dictated’ by engineering 
considerations rather than by thé con- 


accustomed.”’

tion. Under the signatures of Axtell 


J. Byles, who will become President 
of the new Tide Water-Associated Oil 
Company, and of Pal Shoup, Presi- 
dent of the Associated Oil Company, 
statements have just been sent to 
more than 30,000 shareholders of the 
two companies outlining the offers: for 
exchange of stock, together with the 
advantages to both companies which 
will result from the consolidation.

Certain countries, however, have. not 
registered a decline in agriculture. In 
wheat growing, Australia has. in- 
y creased 110 per cent. from 1919 to 1925;

WHITBAEAD HEADS 
M.-K.-T. ROAD MAY-1 


Successor of BEANE E. Schaff, 
Who Retires at 70, Began 
Railroad Career at 14. 


ROSE FROM THE RANKS 


Started as a ‘Stenographer in Ser- 
vice of the Katy—Becomes | the 
President at 48. 


Charles N. Whitehead, executive 
Vice President of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas. Railway (Katy), will ‘become 
President on*May 1, succeeding Charles 
E. Schaff,. who has fifty-four years of 
railroad service to his credit. Mr. 
Schaff is 70 years old and Mr: White- 
head 48, but their careers are remark- 
ably parallel. 

» Schaff entered railroad service when 
he was 15. Whitehead began at 14. 
Both worked up from the ranks. 
Schaff, who is retiring on account of 
his age, has been President e 
Katy since April, 1912, and for six 


dent. of the New York Central Lines at 
Chicago. He completed his fifty-four 
years of railroad service on Jan. 4, 
just one month before the celebration 
of his seventieth birthday. 

Whitehead has spent virtually his en- 
tire-life in the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
service. He was born in Princeton, 
Ill., and educated in the public schools. 
His father was a man. 
Whitehead entered railroading as a 
messenger boy in the Cairo (Ill.) 
freight office of the St. Louis South- 
western. : 

His family moved: to Texas shortly 
afterward and in 1895 Mr. Whitehead 
began his long service with the Katy, 
first as a stenographer. For about 
seven years he served as stenographer, 
cierk and chief clerk in freight, ticket, 
superintendent and legal offices of the 
company in Texas and St. Louis. 

In. 1905 Mr. Whitehead. was trans- 
ferred to the Néw York office as as- 
sistant secretary and remained here 
until 1913, serving also as Secretary 
and Treasurer. Following Mr. Schaff's 
election as President Mr. Whitehead 
went to St. Louis as assistant to the 
President. A year later he was ad- 
vanced to the Vice Presidency, and 
at the beginning of the. receivership 
in 1915 was appointed assistant to the 
receiver. During the period of Gov- 
ernment control he served as general 
‘manager of the M.-K.-T. lines north 
of the Red River and as Federal man- 
ager. His next office was chief operat- 
ing.officer for the réceived until the 
reorganization in 1922, when he was 
made executive Vice President. 

Mr. Schaff started his career in the

Surplus stocks of copper metal in- 
creased 11,266,000 pounds during Feb- 
ruary, according to figures compiled 
by the American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tictics.

conduct, was indicative of long service. 


She assembled the purchased articles, 
took two $1 bills in payment for them, :

and gave the customer 25. cents in 
change. When she rang up the sale, 


however, the register indicated $1 in- 


stead of $1.75. 
The customer was quick to notice 


ch was ‘“‘on the ” trying to 
exp her error. The upshot of the 
whole matter was a confession to the 
effect that she had been stealing from 
the store during a large part of her 
fifteen years’ service and that, this 
way, she had acquired about $10, in 
cash. She also admitted that she had 


taken merchandise. 


The customer in the case was an 
employe of a well-known service sys- 
tem for retail stores, whose business 
it is to check up on the honesty and 


sales conduct of the employes of such\ 


stores. After relating yesterday the 
incident recorded .above—as well as a 


‘number of similar cases—an executive 
of the service system in question laid | 


stress on the fact that one of the 
most important causes of stock short- 
ages is inside stealing. At the same 
time he took occasion to point out that 
many stores, in almost every known 
line of retailing, unwittingly encour- 
age thefts by their employes by mak- 
ing it easy to steal. This;.he added, 
is due in very large part to improper 
supervision of selling employes, which 
enables them to circumvent rules that, 
on their face, appear to be ironclad. 
‘Supervision is 10 per cent. telling an 
employe what to do,’”’ continued e 
executive referred to, ‘‘and 90 per cent. 
seeing that it is done. A lack of this 
type of supervision, or too little 
of it, breeds carelessness. Carelessness 
breeds theft by making it easy to steal. 
Surely every employer of sales help is 
under & moral obligation to remove the 
temptation to steal—which is present 
more frequently.than is ever dreamed 
by the average merchant—by increas- 
ing the risk of thieving. Constant

As a 
result, agriculture in Soythern Swe- 
den will undergo some reorganization, 
with changes to other crops. 


More Uruguayan Wool Bought. 
On eccount of favorable market con- 
ditions in the United States, declared 
exports of greasy wool from Uruguay 
to the United States increased from 
pounds valued at $7,195,742 
in 1924 to 30,107,318 pounds with a 
value of $13,717,619 in 1925—a gain 
122 per cent. in quantity and 91 per 
cent. in value. 


German iron and Steel Exports. 
Exports of iron and steel from Ger- 
many fell from 306,078 metric tons in

ROFESSOR JENNINGS is not 

one of those who think that 

the history of the United 

States, or, for that matter, of 

any country, can properly be 
written only in terms of economic 
matters. He frankly admits at the 
outset that economic history is only 
one phase of ‘history, and a many- 
sided phase at that. ‘Economic 
history,”’ he declares, “is neither 
materialism nor the economic inter- 
pretation of history,” but “the ex- 
planation of the economic life of a 
people."” Most readers who plow 
through the nearly 750-pages of text 
which Professor Jennings offers will 
be likely to conclude that there is 
in his book a good deal more of in-! 
cident than of explanation, unless, : 
of course, they are already of the; 
opinion that an orderly marshalirig | 
of facts is the only way in which a| 
people’s life is to be explained. | 
What Professor Jennings has really! 
done is to assemble a prodigious ; 
mass of data, drawn for the most; 
part from well-known sources, and, 
arrange it so as to give a broad and! 
orderly view of American economic | 
development. The plan of the book 
is somewhat mechanical, and the 
separate accounts which are given 
of agriculture, commerce, manufac-; 
tures, &c., over long chronological; 
periods, while doubtless convenient; 
for pedagogical purposes, make it a: 
little difficult at times to see the 
economie situation of a period as al 
whole. To the historian who de- 
mands ‘‘synthesis’”’ such a plan will 
seem defective, but the book never- | 
theless contains more systematic in-| 
formation about economic develop- 
ment in this country than has ever, 
before been made available in @

It is a commonplace to say that 
American economic history has been: 
until lately much neglected, and. 
those who prefer to think of history} 
in economic terms have been inclined | 
to insist that the American story, | 
if it were told in its proper economic ; 
setting, would differ a good deal | 
from the story commonly found in; 
the books. Certain it is that the: 
detailed happenings of economic life, | 
and even of what are often loosely | 
called “page? ts,” are! 
rarely ax spectacular as those of} 
political. events, and ultra-patriots | 
are sure to be disturbed whenever 
their national heroes are shown to; 
have been swayed by the open or! 
subtle influence of the dollar. Any | 
one who longs to prove that America! 
is of the earth earthy will find all: 
the facts he needs in Professor Jen- 
nings’s pages, but with such as are; 
of more generous temper the main 
impression will not be, in any derog- 
atory sense, materialistic. The story} 
which Professor Jennings has to tell | 
is that of the extraordinarily rapid} 
development of an elaborate eco-; 
nomic civilization from wilderness; 
beginnings, and there is perhaps no 
country in the world in which the 
mere record of materal progress | 
peais so strongly to the imagination, ; 
or evinces so determined a social | 
purpose not only to conquer the jand 
but to possess it.

R. HARVEY O’HIGGINS is

E who heeds the call of the 

wild nowadays seldom goes 

to the country. Instead, he 

purchases a one-way ticket 
to the nearest big city. 

It is no longer thought nécessary, 
when in pursuit of the simple life, 
to retire with fishing-rod and ‘mos- 
quito lotion to the forests, or to some, 
rural solitude to raise chickens. We 
are no longer assured that true in- 
dependence can only be won by pur- 
chasing ‘“‘Three Acres and Liberty.” 
Indeed, as the tide of population 
turns ever more: toward the city, 
an urban-minded generation unfuris 
a new standard of revolt: ‘Three 
Rooms (including foyer) and Free- 
dom!” 

The tenderfoot is likely at first to 
lose his way in the roaring wilder- 
nesses and the dense traffic ‘tangles 
of such a jungle as New York. atte 
may not know how to light the one- 
burner stove on which he cooks his 
scanty food in his bare little cave 
kitchenette. His limbs may ache 
from the rough exercise of the 
“Charieston’’ and the daily perils of 
crossing Broadway.

Sci- 
entists, in fact, are amazed at the 
easy rapidity with which we adapt 
+ ourselves to this newly created en- 
vironment.

Its Citizens-are 
the people, they believe, who are 
accountable for turning even the 
common walks of life into a run. 

A well-known physician, reporting 
on a survey for the Gorgas Memo- 
rial Institute, accused ‘‘American- 
itis’’ of wasting hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives. An eminent psychia- 
trist has called thousands of our 
lunagic patients, ‘‘victims of civiliza. 
tion.’ Statistics have been issued 
on the alarming increase of cancer, 
apoplexy, insanity and other ‘‘civil 
ized diseases.’ : 

Complaints of the “speeding up of 
‘the. motor age’’ are heard even in 
far Japan. In Tokyo recently the 
first thoroughly up-to-the-minute 
apartment house was opened with 
due municipal ceremony. The 5

nial theme for the Japanese press.

ICEBERG PATROL IS READY FOR ITS VIGIL’ 


Coast Guard Cutters Follow the White Masses That Come Down From Greenland in Spring to 
Menace the Atlantic Ship Lanes—Some Are Destroyed by Mines, Others Break Up or Melt 


The Crew of a Coast Guard Cutter Uses T. N. T. to Shorten the Life of an Iceberg. —

jee patrol have been scouring 

the wastes of the North At- 
antic day and night in search of 
the mountainous white masses of 
the icebergs that threaten the steam- 
ship lanes; and in all that time there 
has been no repetition of such a 
toarine disaster as that of the Ti- 
tanic, which brought the watchful 
cordon into being. 

This year promises an added ten- 
sion to the three months’ vigil of 
the cutters. According to the rep- 
resentatives of the thirteen Sowers 
interested in the patrol who met in 
Washington the other day, it is 
feared that this Spring will be the 
worst period in history ‘‘for ice and 
fog im the North Atlantic travel 
lanes.”’ 

April, May and June are the dan- 
ger months through which the 
eruising ships of the patrol scour 
the northern latitudes. It is a time 
of strain and action, of flashing ra- 
dio messages and bursting mines as 
the great icebergs that swing down 
. Om the liners’ tracks are broken into 

fragments with high explosives.

This year additional aid will be of- 
fered to the men of the Coast Guard 
by an exploring expedition to Green- 
land, whose object is the destruction 
of the icebergs before they have had 
opportunity to float off to sea. It is 
a totally new departure in the field 
of science—an adventure headed by 
Dr. Howard T. Barnes of McGill 
University, who for thirty years has 
been an authority on ice research. 
Tons of a certain new chemical 
called thermit will be taken to Green- 
land by him in June to destroy the 
bergs. This chemical, he says, de- 
velops a scorching heat upon contact 
with ice and is capable of rending 
huge blocks: on the same principle 
as that of a mine. 

The icebergs will come down this 
Spring to face resistance such as 
they have never met before. At Gott- 
haven, where the largest glaciers are 
found, the Barnes expedition will be 
stationed waiting to smash the mov- 
ing peaks into splinters on the land 
itself. Southward om the Atlantic 
the Tampa and the Modoc will be 
plying with their mines of T. N. T. 
and their veteran crews. The ice- 
berg has not yet been removed as a 
menace, but everything that is hu- 


manly possible is being done to curb 
it. Perhaps this year will. see it re- 
duced to a minimum under the com- 
bined efforts of land and sea forces. 
’ Only for a brief time has. the: ser- 
vice of the ice patro? been imter- 
rupted since its inauguration in 1912 
with the assignment of two navy 
scout cruisers to search for bergs 
and fields immediately after the 
Titanic disaster. A year later an 
international convention on safety of 
life at sea met in London and re- 
quested the United States definitely 
to take over the management ofa 
regular patrol, with the thirteen sig- 
natory powers uniting in bearing its 
expenses. The Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice, now the Coast Guard, assigned 
two of its best eraft, the Seneca and 
the Miami, backed by the. British 
steam trawler Scotia, to the task, 
and for a period of years they ful- 
filled their duties indefatigably. The 
war came, bringing a hiatus of two 
years in the ice patrol, after which 
it was resumed with the Tampa and 
the Modoc in operation since 1923. 
It is an exacting and arduous labor 
that the Tampa and the Modoc per- 
form each Spring. Not for a single 
day does the ice patrol relax its 
watch. The vessels are based on 
Halifax and alternate their patrols 


of fifteen days each. The “cold 
wall’’ is found and followed, the ice- 
bergs are tracked until they are ren- 
dered helpless. The cutters use their 
small boats to fasten mines to the 
sides of bergs and rend asunder the 
masses of ice that the warm waters 
fail to melt. It is hazardous work 
for the sailors. Twice a day—at 6 
A. M. and 6 P. M.—the ice patrol 
broadcasts its warning of the position 
of bergs to all passing vessels. It 
also sends by radio a daily report to 
the Hydrographic Office at Washing- 
ton outlining the ice danger zone. 
“Three bergs in sight in a radius 
of five miles. Fog shrouds them.

“"The value of the patrol is beyond@ 
appreciation,’’ said the captain of &

of several icebergs directly on the 
international road of the sea.

Again and again all the ingenuity 
of the ice patrol is put to tlie test in 
order to place mines that will wreck 
a berg. Some of them cannot be ap- 


proached closely because of danger- — 


ous overhanging ledges. The mines 
in these cases are tied te floats and 
sent to drift down against their mark. 
When a berg begins to ‘‘calve,’’ or 
cast off smaller bergs, the end is in 
sight. Its ‘“‘calves’’ will melt, its 
“‘growlers”’ or smaller satellites; will 
Gisappear into slush and presently 
the mother berg itself will dissolve. 
These bergs often are mighty when 
they begin the voyage from. the 
glaciers of Greenland. One berg, 66 
feet high and 1,600 feet long, as 
measured by the sextant, was esti- 
mated to contain not less than 36,- 
000,000 tons of ice. is, of course, 
hopeless to attempt make an im- 
Pression om such a mass as that, and 
the Tampa stood by throughout the 
ieceberg’s travels, broadcasting it» 
position to the transatlantic lancs.

ANCIENT 
Jacob’s Cavern Has 
Evidence of Him 
In Days of the 
Mastodon 





By VERNON C. ALLISON and 
VANCE RANDOLPH 
STONISHING' evidences = of 
American antiquity are being 
brought to light in Jacob’s 
Cavern, about two miles east 
of Pineville, a village in the foothills 
ef the Missouri Ozarks. Men who 
may have been distant ancestors of 
the Eskimo were once its habitants; 
they abandoned the cavern more 
than 13,000 years ago. 

The story of Jacob’s Cavern is a 
long and eventful record. The last 
man to see the mastodon has been 
silent dust for more than 15,000 
years. His burial ground has been 
rifled and his dwelling turned into a 
goat stable. So pass the glories of 
this world. But the hunger for 
knowledge of the past is with us still 
and we séem to be at last on the 
trail of early man in America. Ja- 
cob’s Cavern and other Ozark shel- 
ters should be pletely excavated, 
and it is to be hoped that the men 
ahd money necessary for. that under- 
taking may soon be available. 


An frregular V-Shaped Cave 
The hill known as Taylor’s Bluff 
stands upon the right-hand edge of 
the flood-plain of Little Sugar Creek. 
It is some 200 feet in. height and is 
composed of massive gray rock, 
called Mississippi limestone, which 
covers the greater part of the entire 
Ozark region. The upper part of 
this formation contains a large 
t of ib vuUS flint— 
the Boone chart of the geologists. 
The lower part is built up of thicker 
layers and contains little or no flint; 
it is known as St. Joe limestone.

The origina] stone floor of Jacob’s 
Cavern is now covered by a deposit 
about six feet deep, the accumula- 
tion of centuries. On top is a super- 
ficial covering of dark gray ash, and 
beneath this are two thick layers of 
red clay, separated near the sides of 
the cavern by a thin stratum of 
bluish material. All four of these 
layers contain flint implements, 
charcoal and bones, as does a large 
mass of stalagmitic material near 
the rear wall. This establishes the 
significant fact that both floor-cover- 
ing and stalagmite were formed at a 
remote time, when primitive human 
beings lived in the cavern and unwit- 
tingly rétorded occupancy in their

Trees not only add a ring for each 
year of their lives, but the rings 
produced in unusually wet years are 
unusually thick, so that a favorably 
situated growing tree trunk is really 
a fairly accurate weather record—at 
least as far as wet and dry periods 
are concerned. Now, the great Cali- 
fornia redwood cut down in 18982 and 
exhibited at the Chicago World's 
Fair was 3,200 years old. Its rings 
showed that a very wet period sud- 
denly began in 1226 B. C., and that 
this climatic disturbance lasted until 
about 500 A. D. The last 500 years 
of this interval was, however, a 
time of somewhat greater aridity 
than that of today. The Jacob's Cav- 
ern stalagmite has only recorded 
1,213 years of this period (it reached 
its stalactite in 13 B. C.), but it 
shows the same sudden wet period 
registered by the big redwood, so we 
know that the 1,746-year rainy pe-

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Since this prolonged rainy season 
also apparently left its-traces in the

Fortunately the Government 
stepped in and saved the ruins before 
they were completely wrecked by 
the “pot hunters,’’ as curio seekers 
were called. So determined were some 
of the early visitors to obtain a few 
pieces of pottery that they did not 
hesitate to destroy parts of buildings 
and upon a few occasions even had 
used dynamite. They had no 
thought for the preservation of won- 
derful bits of old cities of the past; 


short of sacrilege to all of. us who 
love Mesa Verde. 
Indians Were on the Warpath 


As I look back upon our first Win- 
ter here, it seems like a chapter out 
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ing house, a handful of old tents and 





and this destruction seems nothing [ 


rough, and about for- 
ty-twomiles long. The 
round trip took three 
days. It, was made 
only twice a month. 
The week before 
Easter it was decided 
to try the read. Four 
horses were hitched 
to a wagon and three 
men tried to drive it 
through. After two 
days of shoveling 
through drifts up to 
fifteen feet deep, they 
gave it up and re- 
turned to town. Mules 
saved the day by 
packing in the fresh 
supplies over the trail. 
1 kept ‘notes all of 
that Winter for fu- 
‘ture guidance. We 
have never had to 
worry about supplies 
since then. In Octo- 
ber food is brought 
in, and properly 
stored. Everything is 
trucked in —lumber, 
toois, paints, &c., for 
Park work; hay and 
grain for the horses, 
and books and art 
materials for us. 
Only the first snow 
flurries come in Octo- 
ber. Any time after 
the first of Novem- 
ber we can expect the 
big snow, and we 
trust be ready for it. 
Long after the road is 
closed on the north 
rim of the park, we 
can get around on the 
mesas to the south, 
and there is where we 
gather our wood. 
Truckloads of dead 
fallen timber are brought in, sawed 
and. stacked back of each house, 
cedar for stoves, and pinon for the 
open fireplaces. 
The first six months we lived in a 
tent. The Government gave us 
$1,500 for a house, and during t 
Summer we planned it. Work was 
begun in October; and we finished 
the house that first Winter. 
During the long Winter evenings 
that first year we worked out a 
building program that would cover 
ten to fifteen years. We knew what 
the Mesa Verde National Park 
would come to mean to the Ameri- 
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can people, and we wanted to build 
for the future. As Spruce Tree 
Camp would be the Government 
headquarters as well as the tourist 
centre, we worked first on the gen- 
eral layout. Old: roads were to be 
shortened and improved. New roads 
constructed. Camping grounds ar- 
ranged for. A site was picked for 
the hotel. The industrial group had 
its place, and the main Government 
buildings, as well as a museum and 
a hospital. Everything necessary 
for a little settlement was put down 
on paper. 

That was four years ago, and most 
people thought that we were crazy, 
and many did not hesitate to say so; 
however, the Park Service stood 
back of us, and the plan was ap- 
proved. 


Camp-Fire Talks Are Heard 


Today there is a splendid road 
leading from the Mancos-Cortez 
county highway to Spruce Tree 
Camp. Good camp accommodations; 
a large central] dining room and lob- 
by, with tents and cottages for 
sleeping quarters. A beautiful pub- 
lic.camping ground. Ranger-guide 
service to all of the principal ruins 
is given free, and a ‘‘pack-and-sad- 
die’’ concession cares for those 
wishing to take the trail trips. 
Camp-fire talks are held every night 
for those interested in learning more 
about the people of the past. We 
have been fortunate in having some 
of the foremost archaeologists Iec- 
ture here in the course of their visit. 

The administrative group of buiid- 
ings, lke our own home, is built of 
sandstone. And, when a visitor rolls 
‘nto camp now, he enters an Indian 
village, somewhat idealized, it is 
true, but nevertheless typical Pueblo 
Indian. Not only do the buildings 
‘follow closely the general Indian 
form and method of construction but 
the finishing of the interiors and 
the furnishing agree also with In- 
dian é¢ustom. 

The Spanish explorers had nothing 
to do with the cliff-dwellers. But we 
have here on the Mesa. Verde the 
surface pueblos as well as the vil- 
lages in the caves; this was the 
next step. The Indian pueblos to the 
south, the very ones the Spanish 
visited, can be seen today. The 
Spanish introduced the first furni- 
-ture into this country, so it all fol- 
lows up rather well in sequence.

An Archaeologist’s Wife Describes the Delights of 
Winter Life Among Ruins of the Cliff Dwellers. 


wrought iron hinges and locks. 
chairs with rawhide backs and seats, 
all these and many other things are 
made +here. My husband designs 
them and every one here during the 
Winter helps te make them. We 
usually have blistered hands or 
burns. but who cares when the re- 
sults obtained are satisfactory? 

Some afternoons, when the sun 
shines on the snow, and the call of 
the great tdoors b .. too 
strong, we leave our potsherds and 
ambroid cans (liquid cement for 
mending broken pottery) and strap 
on snowshoes or skis, and away we 
go through the woods. 


Coming to the edge of a canyon, 
we can see the ruins high and dry 
in their sheltering caves. Sometimes 
the effect ix fairy in its loveliness. 
They always seem to be nearer to 
us in the Winter when we can wan- 
der over the mesa—iords of a dream- 
land. 


The old men of the Zynis, the 
Hopis, the Tewas and ‘the Navajos, 
all have something very wonderful 
to give—something that is even more 
beautiful than their silver-set tur- 
quoi and bi But patience 
seems to be the golden key with 
which to unlock their treasure house 
of myth and legend. The average 
white man is garrulous. The In- 
dian quietly .remarks that we can’t 
help it, that we don’t know any bet- 
ter. An old Tewa explained that 
we were a very young race and like 
colts and children went shouting and 
galloping over the hills. 

We have found that they will wait 
until they are quite sure before they 
will make a ‘‘white’’ their friend. © 
but once you have gained their con- 
fidence you are welcome to- their 
fire. Then what songs are sung, 
what stories told—in the Summer 
time and after the first snowfall} 
the stories of their people from the 
beginning. 

If there comes a lull in the Win- 
ter storms, horses are saddled, and a 
short expedition goes ott to inspect 
ruins in remote parts of the park. If 
the weather holds good, a little ex- 
cavating is done. Promiscuous dig- 
ging is not allowed, but when per- 
mission, has been granted a little 
scientific work is carried on. 

And now, in cities over the coun- 
try, the street lamps are being 
lighted. Over the mesa night has 
fallen. It has stopped snowing, and 
a lone coyote is howling to the stars.

HE conscientious homemaker 
of today, eager to acquire in- 
teresting examples of authen- 
tic: period styles, may, in his 

pursuit of furniture of other times, 

be surprised to learn that we are 
in a “period” ourselves. This doubt- 
less will be grateful news to those 
who feel that they cannot possibly 
pay $15,000 for nine Chippendale 
period chairs of $6,100 for an eigh- 

teenth century piano made for a 

Queen of Spain, as some did at the 

recent Leverhulme sale. 

Like the man who was taken 
aback to find that he had been 
speaking prose all his life, so are 
we mildly astonished when we real- 
ize that in acquiring that attractive 
radio or phonograph cabinet for 
lonely evenings or the not-too-large 
gfand piano, for example, needed 
to give an air to the living room, 
we possess an early twentieth cen- 
tury bit of fine furniture. 

For the piano in the shape known 
as the “grand” is now an important 
piece’ of home furnishing and has 
regained its position of those early 
days when its design competed on 
equal terms: with the graceful -lines 
and beautiful woods of contemporary 
chairs and tabies. The heavy ele- 
phantine legs of the piano of the 
jast century have disappeared and 
today, even among popular-priced 
_ Instruments, one may find a piano 
to suit any scheme of period fur- 
nishings or satisfy almost any desire 
tor originality. 


Before Christotori’s~Invention 


When Bartolommeo Christofori, an 
Italian of Padua, invented the pia- 
noforte in 1720 it ‘had something of 
the graceful lines and -siefider legs 
that we see today. This first piano, 
the painted surfaces retaining little 
of its former splendor, may be seen 
by any one who cares to travel to 
the Met-opolitan Museum. 
Before’ Christofori’s 
however, were many fine models of 
c!avichords and harpsichords in sim- 
ilar form. For design in art is rare- 
ly a sudden original invention. Some 
good form of ‘the past is generally 
built upon by the designer, who adds 
his own adaptations and refines and 
improves the original form. Oddly, 
.the general form of the grand piano 


has remained the same through ail.

Piano making in America has had 
_@ long and picturesque history. Al-

In 1691, when a certain Geoffrey 
Stafford, maker of lutes and fiddles. 
and a bold one with his sword, came 
over, he only occasionally had the 
chance to construct 4 slender-legged 
spinet or harpsichord. Stafford had 
@ passion for making musical in- 
struments, however, and we hear of 
his making them in Albany, between

But for a chance meeting with a 
fur merchant on the boat coming 
over, perhaps John Jacob Astor 
would have been a factor in the pi- 
ano history of this country. Trained 
in piano making in his uncle’s fac- 
tory in London, he started out on his 
voyage to the young Republic with a 
collection of flutes to sell. Later on, 
established in New York, he began to 
import pianos. The chance connec- 
tion made on the voyage over, how- 
ever, determined his subsequent ca- 
Feer, so that today he fs famous for 
furs and not for musical instruments. 

Even a hundred years after Staf- 
ford, Benjamin Crehore of Boston, 
the father of American piano mak- 
ing, whose reputation reached as far

as Philadelphia, had to eke out hir 
Yiving at thmes as stage carpenter a’ 
the Federal Street Theatre. In the 
latter part of his life he worked as a 
journeyman in the shops of his for- 
mer apprentices. 

The great era of American piano 
making, which later on even influ- 
enced the mechanics of European in- 
struments, began with Jonas Chick- 
ering, a farmer's boy who had 
learned blacksmithing from ‘bis fath- 
er and later was a cabinetmaker. 
For up to about the beginning of the 
nineteenth century piano makers 
were cabinetmakers; it was only af- 
ter that time that the mechanical 
side forged to the front. Certainly 
Chickering’s knowledge of ironwork 
helped him in working out many of 
the improvements that he contributed 
to the’ piano. For when he came 
to Boston about 1818 from his New 
Hampshire village to learn how to 
make pianos, iron was just beginning 
to be introduced into the construction 
of those instruments. Im the middle 
of the century Henry Steinway came 
te New York from Germany and 
divided with Jonas Chickering the 
laurels for mechanical improvements 
im the pianoforte. 

This shifting of piano making from

ATTOOING has become a fine 
art. It might be going too 
far to declare that it ranks 





mone can deny that it ranks high 

among the lesser fine arts—acting, 

dancing, eloquence, pottery, gold- 

and a host of disputed arts. 

The tattooer is no longer a hand- 

to-mouth worker in a small cubby- 

hole where sailors and soldiers come 

to get the mark of their calling 

needled and inked into bronzed skins. 

He is a rival in the return of beauty 

pariors and complexion experts. 

The inimitable Frank Daniels used 

to sing: 

For he was a picture gdllery, 

Such a spectacular gent. 

He won her heart and drew her 
salary, 

Never gave her a cent. 

Till one fine day with a season's 
pay 

And a fat lady off he ran. 

Ah! it is perfectly truc you can 
beat a tattoo, 

But you can’t beat a tattooed man. 


If that song were resurrected for 
1926 amusement it would get the 
gate in jig-time. For the tattooer 
has vastly risen in esteem. 

The encyclopedia defines a fine art 
as one devoted solely to beauty, not 
to usefulness. This may be true of 
old fine arts, but the art of tattoo- 
ing embraces both use and. beauty— 
which, it would seem, ought to make 
it unique. 


Now Makes People Beautiful 
On Waterloo Road ‘‘Professor”’ 
Burchett, tattooer of long estab- 
lished reputation, has a place of 
business. He was a tattooer long 
before this profession entered the 
company of fine arts; and since he 
loved to tattoo a jolly tar in the 
days when his calling was distinctly 
low-brow, he refuses to. desert this 
neighborhood. Here he will make 
you a “‘human picture gallery,’’ if* 
you are so minded. But ‘‘Profes- 
sor’ Burchett also takes. advantage 
of the renaissance and has opened 
+a shop in Mayfair, where the rich 
and prominent of both sexes strive 
for appointments. . 
What does he do to these socially 
elect? Many things. He does not 
make them a necklace of India ink 
-storks, nor does he imprint indelibly 
upon the forearm the features of a 
loved one. He does not spread 
across soldiers’ breasts the flag of 
their country; does not prick an- 
chors on the hand of a sailor. Such 
~ symbols are for Waterloo Road. In 
-, Mayfair he makes folks beautiful. 
Mother thinks a little mole. just 
below the left ear would be most 
fetching for Phyllis. So Phyllis gets 
the loveliest little mole tattooed in 
the exact spot selected. Mother 
has made sure of the spot by trying 
it out with little pieces of court- 
plaster. Moles are quite in vogue 
now, due largely te the artistry of 
the man who a few years ago was 
a third-rate sort of chap, making a 
precarious’ living by using the hu-. 
man skin as the canvas for his la-

have to ‘“‘shade” the eyes every time 
one goes abroad. The dark stuff 
gets under the nails and is hard to 
get out. Shading the eyes properly 
is a very difficult thing—but not for 
your expert tattooer. He gives you 
@ permanent dark pool in which the 
eyes may flash, and you are never 
bothered again. Permanent waves 
are not even temporary when classed 
with permanent eyeshades or with 
permanent complexions. 

Up in Mayfair it is not called 
“tattooing,’’ as on Waterloo Road. 
In Mayfair it is “tinting.” If you 
see a lady sitting happily before a 
fire, a mirror held delightedly, she 
has most likely just received at the 
hands of the ‘‘Professor” one of 
those peach-blossom complexions and 
is letting it ‘“‘dry in.” If you see 


an .old bon vivant examining his| — 


nose carefully you may be sure that 
he has just had it “untinted” and 
can now face the world. 

The day is not far distant when 
freckles will be as scarce as red 


noses, for the fine art of tattooing |. 


is making rapid progress. 

One might, not unreasonably, 
imagine that the art of the tattooer 
nowadays is practiced only upon the 
ladies; that there must be no room 
in the rejuvenated business for 
patronage by the other sex. This 
surmise is, however, wrong. In the 
opinion of some observers the male 
waiting line is actually the longer 
of the two queues. For the giad 
tidings have gone forth that the 
modern tattooer commands a magic 
that can take the ruby out of 
father’s nose. 

At the same time, the older func- 
tion of tattooing is not dead. The 
style may have become a little 
cramped, but it still lives. Cus- 
tomers still want permanent works 
of art to be carried on the person. 
With_ladies who are pictorially in- 
clined. butterflies on the shoulder 
and snakes on the leg are especially 
popular, while necklaces of flowers 
please others. 

The war is held responsible for the 
fact that tattooing now runs in an 
occasionally melancholy vein. Most 
popular of the devices among soldiers 
and sailors is said to be a funeral 
design—sometimes even a tombstone 
—with the inscription: ‘In loving 
memory of my pal” or ‘Gone, but 
not forgotten.’’ 

Before tattooers became “tinting” 
and ‘‘untinting’’ professors, they 


often ran across queer customers-of | 


the india ink.needle. These lovers 
of pictures came from the four cor- 
ners of the earth. They dropped in 
from. Siberia and Sicily, from Bolivia 
and Borneo, to be illustrated. A real 
tattooist, with an international rep- 
utation, surveys the world ‘‘from 
China to Peru."* He receives the 
most césmopolitan crowd. Many 
clients write to make appointments 
months ahead. 

Our estimable Burchett likes to tell 
of a Venezuelan doctor who insisted 
upon having a jaguar tattooed upon 
him. This jaguar was so terrible 
and eo life-like that recently several 
of the doctor’s friends arrived in 
London, hunted up the professor 
and had jaguars done all over them.

For we have to- 
day’s designs and also the choice of 
many of the best designs of the 
past. 

Just which styles of the many that 
are presented in pianos. today might 
be considered typically of this age 
and generation may only be told by 
the historian of the future, who will 
have a perspective denied to us. 
Perhaps this very eclectic variety of 
design, sujting any room or home, 


-} is really the style of today. At any 


rate, the piano-makers are giving 
every one a wide range of choice. 

Is your home Spanish? Then this 
pianoforte with the splayed, turned 
legs and--graceful iron stretcher of 
the finest period of Iberian art will 
not only feed your soul with music 
but satisfy your eye with beauty. 
Perhaps you are smitten with the 
desire for Colonia) furniture in your 
home. Then instead of an. incon- 
gruous design for your grand piano, 
you can now choose one based upon 
the old square spinet, bringing back 
with a remarkable fidelity through 
the witchery of the designer a faint 
perfume of stately drawing rooms 
and ladies in crinolines. 

Not all the designs are so .remi- 
niscent of the past. One that may 
Perhaps some day be chosen as the 
typical American. early twehtieth 
century style -suggests Heppelwhite 
in its tapering square legs and ex- 
treme refinement of line. In spite 
of this borrowing from the past, the 
style is distinctly that of the pres- 
ent. Unadorned by wood inlay or 
painted decoration or even carving, 
its beauty depends on line and pro- 
portion and on the charm of the 
fine walnut wood of which it is 
made. 

Old Christofori, when he made his 
first piano, could make his case a 
rough bit of carpentry because the 
woodwork would be enriched with 
painted design in brilliant color. But 
the English “in Cromwell’s time 
turned from ali that “kingly frump- 
ery’’. of color and ornament, and we 
today are the willing or unwillin, 
inheritors of that extreme refine- 
ment of line and form to which the 
designing of unadorned: furniture 
naturally tends. Compared with the 
ornateness of the French periods, 
this tendency toward simplicity may 
well be defined in the future as “‘an 
important note of early twentieth 
century American design.” 

Now, while American designers of 
late years have been busy restor- 
ing the piano to something of its 
old-time grace and fitting it into. 
new interiors, there has been going 


which there 
were no precedents of style. In the

design. Egged on, no doubt, by their 
gtowing son and daughter, who 
know what’s what so much better 
than do their parents, they might 
select this latest cabinet with sien- 
der turned legs and an-air of dis- 
tinguished refinement in its simple 
lines and fine walnut or mahogany. 

Or perhaps they might choose this 
one in Italian style, the legs and 
stretchers supporting the cabinet 
heavily carved and the surface of 
the cabinet itself covered with a 
wonderful lacquer and painted with 
a decoration that could only have 
come from the hand of an artist. 
Here is a cabinet in Queen Anne 
style, its graceful supports suggest- 
ing the old highboys, Jacobean 
oak, Queen Anne walnut or Louis 
XV _ gilt are represented in. the 
greatest variety of styles. 

Whimsical arrangements may- be 
obtained in these cabinets if one so 
desires. Some have drawers for 
general use, and in these days of 
apartment living another drawer 
mever comes amiss. Or by pulling 
out what looks like a drawer, one 
finds a desk leaf of ample size 
equipped with pigeon holes. Some, 
through what séems like an almost 
humorous turn of the designer, re- 
veal a small cupboard or cellarette 
at one side, placed out of the way 
of the interior mechanism, and on 
the other side of the cabinet a simi- 
lar cupboard for silver and napery. 

One may obtain a cabinet for a 
comparatively small sum, or one 
may have it especially made and pay 
$3,000, as has been done, -No more 
is the radio or the phonograph cabi- 
net an alien in the home; it has be- 
come the fit companion of furniture 
of any age or style. 

The adaptation of the forms of 
the age-old piano to fit the’ varied 
tastes of today, and the creation of 
entirely new forms of cabinet work 
to encase the phonograph and radio 
are a real triumph of the designer’s 
art. These artistic new forms also

on the whole side that was struck by 
the beam of onrushing electrons. As 
goon as the current was passed 
through the electromagnet, and two 
magnetic poles produced on the sur- 
face of the “earth,’’ the cathode rays 


centrated in two circular curtains, 
one surrounding the magnetic. North 
Pole, the other surrounding the mag- 
netic South Pole. In other words, 
the Aurora was produced artificially 
tn the laboratory. 

The next step was to prove that, if 
the sun were sending out these 
cathode rays, they could, after hav- 
ing travelled a distance of over 
ninety million miles, come down to 
the surface of the earth just as 
they did in Birkeland’s ‘experiment. 
In prificiple the problem is. very 
simple. Put a gun. en the-sun; -let it 
shoot electrons with a speed -of 
60,000 miles a second; then caicu- 
late the elevation you have to give 
this gun and the general direction 
in order that the electrons, acted 
upon by the magnetic earth, will 
circle around it in corkscrew-like 
paths, forming. these circular cur- 
tains of light. 


The Solution Reached 


It was a gigantic task. After 
using a staff of fellow-computers 
who slaved and calculated at the 
problem for thousands of hours, 
Cari Stormer found the solution. 
Complete agreement was reached 
between theory and observation and 
many additional difficulties were 
cleared up. It was found that the 
vast majority of electrons would 
strike the earth between latitudes 
55 and 75, which coincides exactly 
with the belt in which the Northern 
Lights are most frequently seen 
and are of greatest intensity. 


unravel the mysteries of the North- 
ern Lights. There still remained 
many things to be done. Among 
others, it remained to be estimated 
how high the Aurora . is. Again 
Stormer attacked the problem. In 
the Spring of 1910 he traveled to 
Bosekop, at latitude 70° degrees 
north, where he established two ob- 
serving stations separated by a 
distance of twenty miles. Whenever 
an Aurora appeared the observers at 
the two stations, who were con- 


ment of the Aurora with respect to 
the background of fixed stars gave 
the desired attitude. 

The majority of the 2,500 ebserva- 
tions gave the height of the Aurora 
Borealis as sixty miles above the 
earth's surface. A very powerful 
Aurora may rise higher sometimes— 
to 200 or 300 miles. One has even

ings, who doubtless lived in the open, 
much as our modern Indians do now. 
During this long interval of time the 
bone fragments which the Mastodon 
Men left scattered about on the cav- 
erm floor disintegrated, and when 
water again flowed down through 
the cavern, in 1226 B. C., this par- 
tially decayed bone material was 
washed out to the edges of the cav- 
erm and deposited as @ thin biuist 
layer—the third layer from the pres- 
ent top of the deposit. 

Chemical analysis of‘ this layer 
shows a significantly high phos- 
Phorous content, the remains of the 
disintegration of bone material. This 
bluish stratum is in all probability 


‘the source of the mineralized bone 


bearing the. mastodon carving. 

By 500 A. D.; according to the 
climatic records of the redwood trees, 
the last of the climatic swings 
ushered in by the long rainy periods 
had passed, and the climatic condi- 
tions in North America were rapidly 
becoming very much as they are 
today. The last 500 years of this 
period, the first 500 years A. D., 
were of greater aridity than that ex- 
isting today in the district. This 
was of great importance to the Bluff- 
Dwellers, who depended largely upon 
maize or Indian corn for sustenance, 
and had no means of checking the 
luxuriant vegetation encroaching up- 
on their maize fields in the long 
Tainy seasons. Because of the favor- 
able climatie conditions obtaining at 
the beginning of the Christian Era, 
the Bluff-Dwellers forsook the rock 
shelters and returned to a-life in the 
open, where they could cultivate 
larger maize fields. It is not likely 
that there has been any continuous 
occspation of Jacob’s Cavern since. 


Tribes of Long Ago’ 


During the first 1,000 or 1,200/[ f 


years A. D. various migrating peo- 
pies from the Gulf Coast-Texas re- 
gion crossed what is now Oklahoma 
and the northern tip of the Ozarks. 
Some of them may have camped in 
the cavern for short periods; these 
may have been the forerunners of 
the Iroquoian, Siouah and Musk- 
hogean or Mobilian peoples» Around 
1000 or 1200 A. D. the early Cad- 
doan people entered the Ozark region 
from the south, and as several Cad- 
doan hoes have been found in the 
cavern it is quite likely that some 
of these tribes used it as a temporary 
residence. 

About 2506 A. D. the modern 
Siouan, or the Osage Indians, made 
a reverse migration, coming down 
the Ohio River from the lower Middle 
Atlantic Coast country and penetrat- 
ing into Missouri and Arkansas. 
These were the earliest historical tn- 
ha¥itants of the region, although it 
is supposed that the Ozarks were 
once full of Kiowas from the Black 
Hit! country. 

A great prehistoric flint quarry, 
where -perhaps’ most of the worked 
flints of this whole region originated, 
fies in the Old Quapaw Rescrvation, 
about seventy-five miles northwest of 
Jacob’s Cavern. Coronado passed 
Semmewhere to the West about 1540, 
and there is a tradition that De Soto 
and his men came up, about 1550, 
the White River, to a point some 


. twenty miles from the cavern. 


“Whe ‘first permanent white settle- 
ment was established in 1825, when 
the-whole Ozark region was ceded to 
the United States by the Osage In- 
diens,. and there are men still living 
near Pineville who camped in Jacob’s 
(Cavern‘Gs long ago as 1850. Since 
the Civil War the cavern has shel- 
tered moonshiners, counterfeiters 
and bands of gun-fighters from the 
Osage nation. At present it serves

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ICEBERG PATROL IS. READY

Reports of icebergs 300 and 400 
feet high, which have been turned in 
by a number of shipmasters, may 
be considered as stretches of the 
imagination. In four years the tall- 
est iceberg encountered by the ice 
pa’ rose to a height of 248 feet. 
The bergs are of various types, rang- 
ing from the low, ‘‘saddle-back’’ 
variety to soaring peaks. Many of 
them are brown with dirt, others 
contain fissures’ of sheer biue ice. 
Their main @ulk, in all ‘cases, lies 
under water. An iceberg seventy 
five feet high, it is estimated, has a 
draught of 300 feet below water. 

Strange cases of drifting icebergs 
haye been encountered and studied 
by the ice patrol. One berg in the 
course of six weeks was carried by 
an ocean eddy in a circle“whose di- 
umeter was at least fifty miles. The 
wind, according to patrol studies, 
seldom ts for the di m or 
travels of an iceberg; the current in 
which it finds itself is everything: 
‘About once in four years an iceberg 
drifts south of the fortieth parallel. 


Titanic Is Remembered 


It was in latitude 41-degrees 46 
minutes .north, and longitude 50 
degrees 11 minutes west that the 
Titanic sank on April 15, 1912. The 
men of the ice patrol have not for- 
gotten either the date or the loca- 
tion. The Tampa or the Modoc, 
whichever cutter is on the tour of 
duty at the time, never fails to 
heave to above the grave of the 
Titanic on the anniversary of her 
sinking, and an impressive memorial 
service is held. Three volleys ring 
out over the lonely Atlantic, and the 
solemn notes of ‘‘taps’’ sound forth 
from a bugle. The men of the sea 
thus honor their own whom the deep 
has claimed. 

All the strange freaks of the North 
Atlantic come beneath the scrutiny 
of the ice patrol. The Tampa once 
found the ‘‘cold wall’’ so exactly 
that the ship lay across the line, the 
temperature of the water at the bow 
being: 34 derrees, at the stern 5 
degrees. It is the ice patrol which 
settles the position of the trans- 
atlantic steamship lanes. Frenuently 
the radio carries official queries as 
to whether this run or that can be 
used by the liners on a certain date.

HEN the “Susanne Compa- 


riy’’<of the Nugents’ new 


comedy, .‘*The Trouper,’’ 
were stranded in the sticks

.for the evening performance, with sal- 


aries unpaid and no railroad fare to 
New York, with Equity reluctant to 
protect | non-dues-paying members— 
when they were in this lamentable 
state of collapse, desperate and appre- 
hensive, they abandoned drama and 
sought deliberately to entertain their 
‘customers—for cash! According to the 
story of the play, one seedy member 
of the compaay, long since reduced to 
the minor réles, produced from his 
trunk all the. requisite props, a slap- 
stick, tinsel crown and an American 
flag; and drawing upon his life of 
trouping experience, he. battered these 
immaculate, disdainful thespiaiis ‘into 
@ rough-and-ready bill of six brief 
farces. Swollen with vanity and pride, 
they protested somewhat, but not too 
much. Not too.much with the pros- 
pect of $300 bathing their weary eyes 
in negotiable mercy. ‘Thus reduced to 
extremities, they put on an immediate 
hit. And before the final curtain of 
“"The Trouper’’ rings’ down, some- 
thing is promised of a New York en- 


gagement. Purged of spiritual sin by. 


@ suddenly barren cupboard, these 
strutting, mouthing knaves thus be- 
eame real actors. And what did they 
do?. They made their audience laugh; 
they gave their audience what is vul- 
garly known as ‘fa good time.’’

During the present 
season much has been written and 
spoken of the embarrassment that 
comes from playwrights who know 
More, than their audiences, and stub- 
-bornly refuse to tell. Ah, that is 
‘nothing! Rhythmic speeches fly into 
the empyrean; actors mumble dis-. 
tantly through masks; awftl, shadows 
sweep the stage; complicated and fra- 
gile electrical apparatus rushes up to 
restore the dead to Hfe—and no one 
dares to laugh. For naturally no one 
cares to reveal himself in public as an 
ass or common chump, laughing clum- 
sily at what seems to be funny and 
sobbing at what seems to be sad. The 
time for such direct action is past. Up 
from the feeble banalities of Shaw and 


dello we have now climbed~-to dizzy 
heights, afl steeplejacks in our own 
right, breathing the rarefied air that 
snaps with electricity; and we know 
full well that every word, every ges- 
ture, every soft and cautious whistle 
of the actor, every twist of the hand, 
is fraught with stupendous meaning, 
striking remorselessly to the bowels of 
life, the moan from a cruel past, or 
the shrill warning of an—ominous fu- 
ture. Let no common men clutter the 
orchestra chairs: We have need of 
giants these days. 

In fact, the situation is desperately 
serious. In thé program to the cur- 
rent International Theatre Exposition; 
Steinway Hall, between wide bands of 
mourning, Friedrich . Kiesler an- 
nounces with appropriate restraint: 
“The theatre is dead. We want to 
Bive it a splendid burial.” Now, if 
that appears to be a gross exaggera- 
tion, if the solemn pomp of funeral 
ceremony appears to have begun. be- 
fore thé patient is ‘‘in a thoroughly 
dead condition,’’ succeeding articlés in 
this program present the irrefutable 
evidence, the ‘“‘remorseless logic’’ of 
this scientific age; and the monosylla- 
ble .“dead’” “seems hardly strong 
enough. In the later pages of the pro- 
gram, to be sure, our own Otto Kahn 
writes under the rubric of ‘‘Reflec- 
tions of an Amateur’’: “The sap is 
running strong in the: tree of American 
dramatic art.’’ \But, while Mr, Kies- 
ler’s burial service is printed in 
Cheltenham bold, Mr. Kahn's simple 
idyll appears in a more decorative Cas- 
lon font, a ghost-like memory of hap- 
pier days, like the heavy odor of the

Of Whom Can Playwrights Write? 

N a letter fo this department a cor- 

respondent writes of ‘‘The Wisdom 

Tooth": “Pleasant triviality about 
& fellow not worth acting out." Byery 
Jone is entitled to his own opinion, 
though it contradicts the learned words 





of hired reporters. Nevertheless, the 
quoted phrase raises the hypothetical 
question: What.sort of fellows should 
a dramatist write about and. what sort 
should he leave to innocuous desue- 


tude? Since in print all questions be-- 


come more rhetorical than hypotheti- 
cal, the answer may follow, compara- 
tively unchallenged, that every sort 
of human being, great or small, bril- 
liant or dull, is the legitimate subject 
of drama. ‘Tinkers, tailors, weavers, 
bellows menders and Pucks, as well as 
kings and hei : apparent, are worthy 
of a playwright’s professional atten- 
tion—when he is not’ too engrossed in 
addressing the more enlightened clubs 
and groups of sober thinkers. 

Indeed, from one point of view, the 
dull persons, like Charley Bemis of 
‘“‘The Wisdom Tooth,” are more fas- 
cinating subjects of dramatic treat- 
ment than the suave stock brokers and 
foreign attachés who appear, fashion- 
ably attired, in ‘most drawing room 
dramas. For the essential quality of 
a play-is its reflection of the drama- 
tist’s personality, the image of his 
character superimposed upon the char- 
acters of his creation; and, to descend 
into generalities, we enjoy dramas in 


direct proportion to the author’s sym- 
pathy and understanding.

HE BLACK PIRA ** Dougias 
Fairbanks’s natural} color pic- 
ture, is. a subject of intense 
beauty, with situations that re- 
mind one of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
“Treasure I[sland,’’ tinged with Sir 
James M. Barrie’s whimsicality.

N an interesting article in the cur- 
rent issue of Vanity Fair om Erich 
von Stroheim, producer of *The, 
Merry Widow,” ‘‘Greed’’ and 

“Foolish Wives,’’ Jim Tully, the 
tramp author, declares that the Aus- 
trian director is a man with a torrent 
of talent, the neck of a wrestler and 
the/bullet head of a@ bruiser in fiction. 

‘His eyes,’"' writes Mr. Tully, ‘‘are 
those of a man who has fought at 
great odds. There is a challenging 
defiance in them.’’ ; 

The author goes on to tell of the 
-experiences of the picture’ director, 
whom he considers the most interest- 
ing figure in Hollywood, 

‘This Austrian,’’. observes Mr. Tul- 
ly, ‘“‘sometime soldier and sometime 
everything—a .wrapper.of bundles at 
$7 a week; a bad singer ina German: 
rathgkeller, a fly-paper. salésman, @ 
deputy sheriff, a track walker While 
learning to speak English in erica, 
a dishwasher, a life guard, a riding 
master, an ‘extra’ player in films— 
is now one of the dominating indiya- 
uals in the screen world.”

Mr, Tully goes on to say that Mr.

Im- 
proved methods have made it possible 


‘for property owners along the’ lines of |. 


construction to go about their busi- 
ness virtually under normal. condi- 
tions. In the early Gays ‘ot: subway 
construction stores’ along the routes 
lost, it was estimated, - from 40 ‘to 50 
per cent! ‘of their business,” pecausé 
the streets were torn up or shop én- 
trances were blocked by ex¢avatioris 
and temporary structures. Now ‘loss 
ef business is almost negligible: 

An ilustration of the advantages of 
the new methods may be seen today 
where Eighth Avenue, below Forty- 
second Street, is lined with stores and 
the pavements crowded. The methods 
‘formerly employed: would ‘reduce busi- 
ness almost to a standstill, and seri- 
ously interfered with heavy street car 
traffic. *Today Eighth Avenue is. clear 
of superstructures, the sidewalks ac- 
commodate their normal crowds, and 
store are open for business as usual. 
The subway work of excavating rock 
and dirt meanwhile progresses rapidly. 


‘Maze of Pipes on Trestles. 


Throughout this section Highth Ave- 
RBMue presents an especially. baffling 
Problem for engineers. . Just. below 
the street level lies a network of gas 
Pipes. Hitherto, before any excava- 
tion could be undertaken, these had to 
be removed and placed in a safe-posi- 
tion to avoid danger from blasting. 
This was accomplished by raising the 


gas pipes on trestles to a height which ‘ 


permitted fourteen feet ‘of headroom 
for vehicles on the street. These 
trestles were cumbersome wooden af- 
fairs, © bulking larger, than the steel 
supports of the elevated railways, and 
they -had to remain in place until the 


completion. of the. subway ' permitted | , 


burying: the pipes again. \It has been 
generally supposed that this was the 
only safe way of disposing of the gas 
mains. 


Old Method Cumbersome. 


Some relief from the old way-of 
trestle building had become urgently 
Mecessary. To support the super- 
étructure a forest of wooden beams 
placed in an upright position was em- 
ployed. Often these partly blocked 
the entrances of stores or dwellings, 
or stood’ so close to the building lines 
that there was scant passageway left 
on the sidéwalks for pedestrians. The 
trestles, moreover, shadowed the store 
fronts by day and stood’ in the way 
of lightea windows and electric signs 
by night, dimming the streets until 
pedestrians hesitated to use them. 

"Credit for the new system of han- 
dling the gas mains and freeing the 
streets from encumbrances while the 
subway construction” continued is 
given to the Eighth Avenye Associa: 
tion, whose engineer, Major. Henry G. 


Opdycke, devised the way out of the/ 


difficult. situation. The solution. he 
finally arrived at has: freed the avenue 
from all unsightly overhead, struc- 
tures, sidewalks are clear, windows of 
stores and buildings are as brilliant as 
ever, 


Traffic Not Interrupted. 


Even the heavy yehicular traffic 
of Eighth Avenue suffers almost 
no interruption. And the new method 
is no more expensive than the old; in 
some cases it even proves chéaper. 

Gas mains are now removed from 
their original .positién to the, curb 
lines and, instead of being supported 
high in air, are carried in open 
‘trenches at street level. It is imprac- 
ticable while excavation continues to 
Place. these pipes completely below 
the level of the street, for, however 
earefully such pipes are guarded, they 
are always @ source of possible dan- 
ger. If they are not exposed to the 
air, a leak might resuit in the ac- 
cumulation of gas below the surface in 
confined. places, with resultant disas-. 
trous explosions.

With a touch of humor, those who 
hung the exhibition put Derain’s 
“Nature Morte’? next to Denis’s 
“Toarmina,’’ In the Derain canvas 
we see the crust, of a common loaf of 
bread on a plain table, distinguished 
by amazingly ~subtle values and 
gradations of warm color, In his 
‘‘Les Pins’’ there is a thickness to the 
green that closes in. on itself, but a 
majesty of movement; an atmospheric 
freed density by 4 vital line. Those who 
know only Derain through the Quinn 
collection will be surprised at the 
quantity of his color.

NATIVE ART FROM PALESTINE 





WENTY years ago, -when Jeru- 

salem was not the active city it 

is today, a man went there to 
realizé an ambition that seemed in 
advance of the.time. For. yéars Pro- 
fessor Boris Schatz had dreamed of an 
all-inclusive centre of arts and crafts 
that should reyive and continue the 
traditions of old biblical art. He had 
dreamed of a group of workers earn- 
ing their ‘bread by the labor of their 
hands, in emulation of Bezalel, the 
chief artificer of thé sanctuary in the 
wilderness, and the first recorded ar- 
tisan in the Bible. 

In Jerusalem Professor Schatz hoped 
to mend what he considered a defect 
in all fields of art where Jews are ac- 
tive. There were among them, he 
pointed out, more virtuosos than crea- 
tors, more interpreters and perform- 
ers than originators of ideas and 
forms. * 

In two decades the Bezalel’ School of 
Arts and Ctafts has grown into a large 
institution. It has thirty-six depart- 
ments in the different branches .of 
pure and applied art, such as draw- 
ing, sculpture, painting, decorative art, 
carpet weaving, ceramics, wood carv- 
ing, metal engraving, lace making, 
enameling,. cameo making, . filigree 
work. . :

It is largely to meet. this need and 
to organize a selling force for musical 
attractions that the National Music 
League has been formed. In five 
months it booking department has se- 
cured ents for young mu- 
sicians who, like Annabel of this story, 
‘have made good. Sdme of these book- 
ings cover from ten to twenty weeks. 
They have been secured ' through 
churches, clubs, motion picture thea- 
tres‘and nianagers 0% cohcert seasons 
in smaller cities. 

The league makes no saves either 
to the artist or to the organization 
or manager seeking the attraction. 
Neither does it. offer mediocre talent. 
Each candidate for engagements has 
an audition or hearing: before a com- 
mittee of recognized musicians. and 
music lovers, who give their time and 
knowledge to extend this aid. When 
tre Audition ‘Committee has passed fa- 
vorably on a candidate the booking 
department sets its machinery in 
motiou. 

The league goes not aid ambitious 
students in securing an education. it 
concentrates: its energies on market- 
ing‘ musicians whose education has 
reached. the point where an engage- 
ment at a fee is deserved. The 
league is partly supported by $2 mem- 
b rships now held y thousands of 
musie students and teachers, partly by 
gifts from wealthy music lovers in' 
New York City who are alive to the 
fact that-it is absolutely necessary to 
supply a market for the product they 
have developed.

"MORE INFLUENCE AT PARIS 





E French policy of - gradually |

nial subjects—thus teaching the 
Algerian, the Senegalese and the 
aboriginal inhabitant.of French terri- 
tories In Asia to think of themselves | 
ag. Frenchmen; sharing interests and 
rights with European residents under 
the Tri-color—has lately been criticized 
as proceeding too slowly. French resi- 
dents of Indo-China have joined cer- 
tain noble aborigines of Annam in urg- 
ing a more liberal representation «in 
the Chamber of Deputies of Cochin- 
China and the four protectorates of 
Cambodia, Annam, Tonkin and Laos. 


About 20,000,000 inhabitants of 
Indo-China are without representation 
in Parliament, the only Deputy from 
that country being chosen by perhaps 
1,800 Frenchmen living in Cochin- 
China. The French in the four pro- 
tectorates have no part in his selec- 
tion, while the Indo-Chinese enjoy no 
franchise. But the four communes 
of Dakar, with a very snial] European 
population, send a Deputy to Paris. - 

Local Assemblies Wanted. 

The French in Indo-China do not 
suggest full enfranchisement at once 
of the non-French population, *‘which 
our civilizing efforts have not yet had 
time to. educate.’’ They. propose, 
rather, the formation of local assem- 
bifes similar to those in Cochin-China, 
but larger, in which both French and 
non-French representatives would be 
able to express themselves and thus 
indirectly exert an influence upon the 
‘Parliament in Paris. The local coun- 
cils would meet jointly at fixed periods 
and choose among candidates for the 
National Parliament of the country, 
which thus would be. elected by French 
and ce through’,a restricted 
suffrage.

Eve, 
desiring to behold that look of admira- 
tion on the face\of Adam, no doubt 
often studied Her beauty in. the calm 
surface of some pool\in a flower-hung 
glade, seeking, like the women of 
succeeding ages, the most_ becoming 
way to wear the flowers that the ad- 
mirjng male had culled for her adorn- 
ment. 
Lavish use of blooms by the aisles 


Egyptians is showsrby pictured scenes 


on stones and pottery dating as far 
back as 1600 B. C. Paintings on re- 
cently excavated tombs bring further 
information respecting the vogue of 
the lotus among the Egyptians for 
many centuries. Both the white and 
blue~species were popular, although 
the blue, because of the frequency 
with which it is depicted, seems to 
have been the favored one. ~ 

In ancient Greece at the Olympic 
Games the conqueror -was crowned 
with a wreath of wild olive from the 
tree in the sacred grove of Altis. Palm 
branches, also tokens of victory, were 
placed in his hands. The same cus- 
tom is continued at athletic meets to- 
day, only “floral designs’’ and clusters 
of long-stemmed roses are substituted 
for olive branches and laurel. 

Myrtle Once Popular. 

The Greeks, like every other peo- 
ple, made use of flowers at funerals. 
The iris was important for that pur- 
pose in Greece, because the goddess 
Iris was believed to guide the soul’ of 


a dead woman to her eternal resting: 


place. 5 

According to Dr. Alvin C. Beal of 
Cornell University, the earliest flower 
market in history was at Athens in 
the fifth century B. C. Athenian 
women vied with one another in orig- 


inality of personal floral, adornment.’ 


At that period myrtle ranked “irst in 
popularity. The markef&Xthen was 
known as the “Myrtle rket’’ in- 
stead of the *‘Flower Market.’’ Then 
the rose and violét became popular. 

In Rome the ancients were very 
strict as to the use of crowns. Ful- 
vius, during the second Punic War 
(218-201 B. C.), was accused °f hav- 
ing appeared upon the balcony of his 
home wearing upon \his head a crown 
of roses. He was sentenced by the 
Roman Senate to be imprisoned for 
the duration of the war (and that war 
lasted seventeen years, although some 
authorities say it lasted only sixteen 
years). 


A Fatally Gay Party. 

Romans used flowers profusely in 
religious rites. Garlands\ were worn 
by the officiating priests d also by 
the* victims of the sacrifi Helio- 
gabalus, in staging a gay party, ar- 
ranged that showers of violets and 
rose petals should fall upon his 
guests.- In such quantities did the 
blossoms fall that many of‘the guests, 
unable to extricate themselves, were 
suffocated-by the flowers and died. * 

Cleopatra, in an effort tq set a 
fashion for her period in interior dec- 
oration, procured at an enormous ex- 
pense tons of roses for a little party 


These were laid on the floor two cubits 
deep and fish-nets were spread over 
them so that the footing might. be 
rendered elastic.-: Not long ago a 
motion picture actress sought to re- 
peat this escapade of Cleopatra’s on 
the Gamora Coast. When she learned 
what the cost of this rose stuffed mat- 
tress would be she decided that even 
movie strrs have their limitations and 
omitted this feature of her. éntertain- 
ment. i 

The first flower show appears to 
have been held at Bruges, Belgium, in 
P1512. That enterprising city is said

Republic; its po- 
litical power ‘has been éncotiraged by 
those nations that, since the aboil- 
tion of the Turkish Sultanaté and Cal- 
iphate, have had no instrumentality 
through which they could. influence 
their Moslem subjects. 

The assembler.of this new~ enicire ts 
Abdul Aziz Ibn Abdur Rahman Ibn 
. Feisal es Saud, better known by the 
generic title Ibn Saud, Sultah-of Nejd. 
Only a few years ago he was a penni- 
less exile with a price set on Ais head. 
Only the other day, leading the Wa- 
habis of Nejd he swept over the desert 
from oasis to ‘oasis, took the Holy 
Cities of Mecca and Medina from oid 
“King Hussein (once-the Arab pet or 
the Allies), caused - successively his 
abdication and then that’ of his son. 
All,. On Jan. 11 he proclaimed him- 
self King of their country, \the Hejaz— 
at Mecta. The next day he announced 
that the routes to the'Holy City would 
be safe and “pleasant’’ for all pil- 
grims during the’ month of the piil- 
grimage, June 16 to Jialy 16. He has 
also—and “this is of superlative im- 
portance—bidden hither the heads of 
, all Moslem “sections,’’ who are ex- 
‘pected to acknowledge him Caliph on 

their arrival. Hussein had been set on 
his throne by the British; his fall was 
supposed to be a setback for them, 
but it-was at once announced that, op 
the contrary, Ibn Saud had had a Brit-" 
ish adviser, 

It had been supposed that. Hussein 
was being groomed by the interested 
powers for the very things which [br 
Saud proclaimed; but. Hussein appears 
‘to have worked too rapidly and too in- 
@ependently to suit them Succes- 
sively proclaiming himself Smperor 
and \Caliph, he had been forced to 
compromise on the title‘of King, and: 
then began to undermine authority in 
the British and French mandates. in 
order that he might add them to his 
Projected empire. When Downing 
Street and the Qui d’Ursay told. him. to 
desist he became still more intriguing. 
and so, when he was attacked by Ibn 
Saud he found himself left to his fate. 

Will Try to Be Caliph. 

Ibn Saud has acted differently. From 
all accounts fbn Sau& combines -with 
his literal interpretations of the Koran 
&@ worldly wisdom, ascribed by some to 
statecraft and by others to’ magna- 
nimity of, disposition. 

He is described as benign, gigantic 

- I stature and energetic, although «60 
years of age; he has ‘‘deep-set, pene 
trating eyes, a close-cut beard and an 
expression that is stern or pleasing as 
circumstances seem to inspire.*’ 

The Arabs usually , regarded the 
Turkish Caliphs as usurpers, and for 
that reason whatever the influence 
these Caliphs finally came to exercise 
over the Moslem subjects tt England, 

\France and Russia in the Near East, 
their authority was always doubtful. 

The title of Caliph has sometimes been 


@escribed as ‘‘Vicar of the Iord.’’ It] 


was finally accepted as the spiritual 
attribute or the Turkish Sultans.. Ac- 
| cording to the Koran, however, the 
word means ‘“‘messenger,” and the 
following passage shows its. signifi- 
cance: A 

*O you who believe Obey, Allah and 
Obey the Messenger (Calif) and those 
“{Mosiems) who are in (legal) author- 
ity amongst you, then if you quarrel 
about anything refer it. to Allah and 


the Messenger, W you beliéve in. Al-+ 


eb and the last day.” .

SOLDIER ENTOMBED ALIVE LEFT “ 


ACCOUNT OF 


FATE IN BOTTLE 





EN Washington and his troops 
* were wintering at Valley Forge 
a young Vir finian, Lieutenant 
Arthur Carrington,’ disappeared and 
was believed to Have deserted. More 
than a century dJater granite quarries 
were opened: twelve miles from Valley 
Forge at French Creek Falls,°a des- 


olate region .hat in earlier tin.es had 


been a hiding place for wild beasts 
and outlaws. The contractor in charge 
opened’ a cave in. the course of his 
work and found in it the skeleton of 
a man. - ee 

lt was evidently that of a soldier, 
for a musket lay beside it. Bits of 
rusty mfetal that had once been but- 
tons, and parts of military accoutre- 
ments were ‘scattered among the 
bones, The contractor cgncluded that 
a lone soldier, perhaps a scout, had 
been chasedsby .ndians or Redcoats 
and had taken refuge in the cae, 
and that he hdd been entombed there 
by the falling of a i i rge ‘bouldte across 
the entranke, 

It had- remained there till it was 
removed by the contractor’s men. In 
gathering up’ the bones for burial a 
glass bottle was discov . It“con- 
tained a letter addressed to Miss 
Virginia Randolph, plainly the dead 
man's sweetheart, -as. it referred to a 
recent: parting and to a wound he had 
suffered, but from which he had en- 
tirely recovered. .The letter ws 
signed with the name of the missing 
officer of the Continental Army, and 
it had been written in blood. 


It related that he writer had been 
sent out from the camp at Valley 
Forge in charge of small foraging 
expedition. This had been cut off and 
pursued by a large party of British 
soldiers. Carrington knew of a cave 
where his foragers could ‘lie concealed 
until the enemy -had abandoned the 
search for them and left the neigh- 
borhood.. On a previous excursion .he 
had hidden his horse in this cave 
while scouting. 

But by the time he and his foraging 
party reached the rocks the British 
were close. Carrington abandoned his 
horse and fied with his-men on foot. 
The young officer reached the cave 


alone, all therest having been cap- 
tured. ‘ The British knew fhat the 
place was honeycombed with. caves 
and were not sure in which one the 
American had vanished, so they fired 
their muske*s ‘a number of times at 
Fandom-in the hope of ‘frightening him 
into surrendering. A volley was fired 
Close to the cave where Carrington 
was hidden, and a huge boulder, 
partly overhanging the mouth of the 
cave, was loosened by the concussion 
and fell, blocking the- exit. 

. Carrington was frightenec at first, 
but was reassured of eventual escape 
by light that entered the -cave. from 
another -direction. After remaining 
quiet until convinced the British had 
gone he attempted to find the sup- 
“posed way out, but discovered that the 
slight came from a small crack-in the 
roof, far out of reach and only large 
enough to pass a hand through. After 
many frantic efforts to move tHe stone 
that sealed his prison ‘hé bravely re- 
signed himself to.death by starvation, 
and wrote the ‘record of his fate, 
which he left behind him.. His bones 
are. interred in the churchyard at St. 
Mary's, five miles from the scene of 
the tragedy.

If this were, as in 
France, a national army, Spain. would 
be able to support a revolt, but it is 
almost entirely an army of illiterate 
mercenaries. Any young man of mod- 
erate means can, for a few theusand 
francs, buy a soldier to replace hit,

Inspiration came 
tovhim in her presence, even as it had 
come to other. men. Why not steal 
the canyas and compel’ the picture 
dealers to put up bail for his pal? 

orth looked’about-him with new in- 
terest, and in the side wall saw a 
window. guarded none too well. It 
but remains to say that he crawied 
through that window after dark, took 
the’ portrait from a stretching frame 
and returned to his lodgings. 


If this account were fiction instead 
of stern fact we might tel! at length 
of the disturbance that followed next 
morning when England arned of her 
loss.

A brief while before a theft .of 
the Devonshire canvas another fa- 
mous picture had traveled to America 
under similar circumstances.

1656 had been ‘*The Vision of St. An- 
thony,’’ painted by Murillo for the 
baptistry of St. Mary's Church, ‘Se- 
ville. It- was the largest canvas of 
that master ‘and considered’ one of: his 
greatest. It-covered a large part of 
the wall, showing St. “Anthony in the 
lower right-hand corner, - gazing in 
adoration upon the heavenly host.

M ms in all rail- 
road -stations of Europe were advised 
to watch. for such a woman. /nd fi- 
nally an te woman in Lyons, 
France, & passenger with 
bulky skirts. She became. satiafied 
that this woman carried the canvas 
and accused her. 

But the woman with nerve enough 
to rob a cathedral not, easily out- 
done. . She bargajnéd and offered a 
haif interest for aid in going free. 
The second woman accepted. As 50 
often happens, chance intervened 
where cunning seemed likely to pre- 
yail,. The first woman remained con- 
vinced that the only safe place for the 
picture was beneath ‘her dress. She 
resolved never to part with it until 
sold. ~ 

Then a pin. alipped from its place 
at an inopportune momént and one 
corner of the canvas dragged upon the 
pavement of a public square. Anda 
ge e*took notice. Whereupon 
the adventure of the Correggio came 
to an end.

‘Judicial system’’ in relation to the crim- 
inal law. At the same time the Boston 
‘Chamber of Commerce has called for 
@ similar inquiry in Massachusetts. 
The National Crime Commission, or- 
ganized last Summer through the ef- 
forts of Elbert H. Gary, George W. 
.Wickersham and others, has created a 


nation-wide organization to study the} 


crime’ problém under an Executive 
Committee headed by F. Trubee Davi- 
son and including in its membership a 
group of nationally known leaders in 
’ governmental affairs. This kind of 
attack upon crime is likely to yield 
important results. it is based on the 
proposition that the questions involved 
are not to bé ‘answered off-hand by 
the adoption of this or that ‘‘easy’’ 
fiostrum, but that facts, carefully 
gathered and sifted,; should be made 
the basis of-a broad and sweeping pro- 
gram of legal and institutional reform. 
We know a great de&l about crimes, 
~ but we know [ttle about crime: In 

spite of many theories, no one has yet 
thrown much light on the causes of 
crimes. We have few dependable sta- 
“tistics of their number. We do not 
know what to’ do about bail bonds; we 
do not ‘know’ whether paroles work, 
because we never have had a real 
parole system; we do not know spe- 
cifically. whether. our prosecuting 
“methods.are effective; we do not know 
whether the crime problem is. limited 
to cities or is State-wide. _In short, 
we have‘‘only been guessing about 
what is wrong. And-the. proposed 
remedies, being founded upon guesses, 
are as worthless as guesses are usu- 
ally found to be. 

What Missouri Has Dene, 

The project that New York proposes 
has already been put into effect by the 
State of “Missouri: That State is just 
Completing the most extensive study 
of the administration of criminal jus- 
tice. ever attempted in the United 
States. ‘This survey is. the work of 
the Missouri Association for Criminal 
Justice, an organization that grew out 
of efforts made by leaders of the bar 
to improve and, when-necessary, to re- 
construct thé machinery of justice. 

The leaders of the Missouri par ara 
to some degr@e products of the older 
tratiitions of American legal life. The 
familiar commercialization of the 
legal profession in such great indus- 
trial gentres as Chicago, Detroit and 
Cleveland has not so completely. col- 
ored their outlook. Even in so, mod- 
€rn, an~- industrial city as St.- Louis 
there are many’ evidences of a fine 
sense of public responsibility and of 
the acceptance of stewardship for the 
institutions of justice that character- 
ized the American bar of a century 
ago. , 

Guy A. Thompson, President of the 
Missouri Bar Association in 1924, ap- 
pealed to this tradition among his 
colleagues and suggested that they 
create an organization,, State-wide: in 
character, which should study the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law and 
prepare a Program (of reform. Mr. 
Thompson’ s plan was unique in that 
it included not merely. one city .but 
the entife constitutional and» legal 
unit for the suppression of the com- 
mon felonies—thé¢ State.

That some‘of the frontier char- 
acteristics of Kansas City. are’ atill 
present is reflected in the rate of 
crime’ disclosed by the survey... Its 
murder raté is néarly twice-as high 
as that’ of St. Lois. Moreover, in 
the southwestern cornerof Missouri 
are mines, with all of the complicated 
fabor questions involved, The possi- 
bilities of studyingthe problem. of 
crime in such. a State are. unlimited 
and .comparisohns can -be made that 
will test’ a score of thé common as- 
sumptions. ‘concerning the causes and 
treatment of. crime. .

- Will Enable Congress to Pass Uniform Laws Covering 
| Marriage and Divorce—Wide Interest in Question 


BRHAPS no ‘social question of' 
ter: time holds wider interest 
for * ‘Americans than that of di- 
‘vyorce. What are the underly - 
lying causes? Is the severance of so 
Biany home ties an alarming symp- 
tom of ‘the unrest, that pervades the 
World? Has divorce increased so rap- 
idly az some observers. would have us 
believe?) Or is it true that divorce 
merely keeps progress with the chang- 
ing conditions. of an intensive life? 
\ Phese questions and many more rise 
easily to mind: It is Only necessary 
to glance at the newspapers to see 
the prevalence of actions for divorce. 
Almost any. reason seems adequate in. 
the opinion o< those, who wauld be 
freed. But courts are’ less easily sat- 
isfied; particularly the courts of New 
York. Legal practice im each State 
waries widely. The. couple satisfac- 
torily parted by the law in New Jersey 
conceivably may still be married un- 
ider the code of New York. < 
Throughout the country there is 
clamor from numerous. quarters to 
amend the divorce laws. On one hand 
it is urged that these laws shall be 
made increasingly stringent, on the 
ether appeals are heard to ameliorate 
existing conditions precedent to di- 
vorce. Religious bodies are deeply 
concerned with the prebiem, while so- 
Ciologiste affirm that the subject re- 
quires national adjustment. 


National Laws Proposed. 


From whatever viewpoint the inves- 

gator may approach the subject, it 
presents a tangled “mesh. Congres- 
sional action has been advocated by 
Benator Arthur Capper - of Kansas, 
who has presented two bills dealing 
with marriage and divorcé... By the 
terms of one Congress would place be- 
fore the States a twentieth amend- 
ment to the Constitution, empowering 
the national law-making body to pass 
uniform marriage and divorce laws for 
all States. The second bill contains 
ai proposed uniform divorce measure. 


A glance at the proposed legislation 
is enlightening. The marriage clauses 
provide that at least two weeks must 
@lapse between an application for li- 
cense to wed and the ceremony, a few 
emergencies excepted, Ten days be-' 
fore marfiage both parties’ must file 
affidavits that no legal -barrier pre- 
vents thé union. Eighteen and six- 
teen years, respectively, for men and 
women would become the legal ages, 
but women under 18 and men not yet 
21-would be obliged to obtain parental 
Consent. 

These A ae in brief, rep- 
resent the opinion of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, which 
has. cooperated with the Senator, and 
with other organizations studying the 
question. The moving thought be- 
hind. such legislation centres upon 
what is regarded as necessary time to 
prevent unsuitable marriages and in- 
sure a responsible age for contracting 
parties. ‘That is about as far as ad- 
vocates of new marriage restrictions 
are prepared to go. 

In the matter of divorce they as- 
sume a bolder stand. The second Cap- 
per bill would lay down as the broad 
grounds for a final decree cruel and 
inhuman treatment;. abandonment or 
failure to provide fora period of one 
year; incurable insanity; conviction 
of an infamous ‘crime, and adultery, 
except ‘‘with the consent of the party 
seeking the divorcé or when the party 


hin ae has been: guilty of the same 
offense.’ 1 


Composite of Many Laws. 


These restrictions might be termed 
the composite requirements of the 
forty-eight States: They strike a fair 
average between the strict and .the 
lax. Such restrictions are less onerous 
than those existing in New York, 
‘where the most rigorous laws of ‘the 
nation have effect in divorce actions, 
recognizing but one primary offense 
as a ground for action. That offense 
must be supported by the evidence of 
eye-witnesses. ~. 


It becomes apparent. that the New 
York Legislature might be expected 
to resist any changes in its divorce 
| statutes And it is equally fair to ‘be- 
lieve that Texas, Illinois or California, 
at the three other poifits of the com- 
pass, would hold their own views.

This question of ‘property and the 
condition of being “in rem"’ is likely 
to have. considerable influence’ upon 
the divorces now so efsily obtained in 
Mexico, notably in the State of 
Sonora. Such divorces fall directly 
under the interpretation noted. and 
there are abupdant decisions whereby 
foreign jurisdiction “in rem‘* was 
recognized when the necessary condi- 
tions were fulfilled. David May, a 
New York -lawyer and an authority 
upon divorce proceedings, . expressed 
‘lthe opinion that the Mexican decrees 
are valid. 

*T have no doubt. American courts 
will recognize the Sonora divorces as 
between the two parties concern 
he said; ‘‘where the Court acquired 
jurisdiction either. by service within 
Mexico of process or voluntary. appear- 
ance of the defendant. If either party 
married later and the second wife or 
husband disputed the previous decree 
the Courts might not sustain that de- 
cree as it concerned the third party. 
But, so far as the two original parties 
of contract: are affected, I believe: the 
Méxican decrees will be accepted. 

‘‘We. have yet to learn whether 
American Courts will sustain -the 
Paris: divorces, which come virtually 
within the same classification as the 
Mexican. If one institution of law is 
sustained it will be difficult to reject 
the other. So far. there has been no 
contest of a French divorce except in 
the: case of Edith Kelly and--Frank 
Gould, and the conditions jn that case 
to clearly gave jurisdiction to the 
French Courts that the decision 
hardly represented a fair test. 


“As many prominent Aniericans 
have been divorced in Paris and a 
number of children are involved, the 
interesting ‘question arises whether 
such divorces will stand under con- 
tests by heirs. The children of a 
divorced wife might maintain that a 
second wife never was legally married 
under New ¥ork laws and lay claim 
to their father’s entire estate. This 
also is a matter that the Courts have 
not been called upon to examine.’’ 

The Mexican decrees. are. likely to 
tecéive early attention from American 
tribunals.. ‘They may be had by mu- 
tual consent, a condition never ac- 
cepted in the past under our law. It 
also is possible for a plaintiff to plead 
by attorney alone and the defendant 
can be served by publication. ~ This 
amounts to obtaining a divorce *‘by 
mail” and Mexican Corisuls in. the 
United States have had many inquiries 
from persons who would take advan- 
tage of that situation. One Mexican 
lawyer. circularized a number of col- 
leagues on this side of the line, offer- 
ing to split fees for clients and placing 
the total expense at $562.50.

pressed in totals. ‘The Census Bureau 
has delved. deeper into th problem 
and prepared valuable tables of per- 
céntages. 

The ratio of married population in 
1916 was 356 to one divorce. By 1923 
it had dropped to 277, figures which 
dramatically indicate the tendency of 
the marriage state. Back in 1870 the 
ratio. of, married population to one 
divorce was 1,233; a percentage of .28. 
By 1900. the figure had rifen to :73 
and in 1923 it was 1.49, or a matter 
of only 277 era te oeaiara to each 
divorce. ‘ 

Still another means ‘of comparison 
may be found; dealing with the num- 
ber of years that divorced persons 
were married.

Committed to the wisdom of the pol- 
icy of “athletics for all,”’ the univer- 
gities found themselves in a quandary. 
Fields and equipment, even for the 


man who never will maké a team, 


réquire money. A survey of the needs 
of the universities showed big gaps. 
The alternatives were to raise the 


money or t6 curtail the ‘athletics for: 


all’’ program. The answer was found 
in raising the price of tickets to the 
big football games. The official state 
ment set forth the argument in the 
following terms: , 
**In view-of the primary and para- 
= 


‘mount financial requirements of the 
respective universities for general 
educational endowment, increased an- 
nual revenue for athletic purposes 
should be secured through sources of 
dizect athletic revenué,”’ 

This naturally left only football to 
pay the way. . 

Apparently ‘anticipating “renéwed 
cries of “‘commer¢ialism,” the athletic 
committees made it clear that none of 
the additional income would be applied 
to. increase the budgets of intercol- 
legiate teams or for coaching or indi- 
vidual salaries. Further, while the 
price of tickets for the alumni was in- 
creased, the price to students, Faculty 
and administrative employes was de- 
creased, so that the two-dollar in- 
crease .becomesg virtually an assess- 
ment upon the alumni. It may. be 
temarked -that on the. Pacific Coast 
$5 has been the price of tickgts for 
some time. So far no rignificant pro- 
tests from alumhi have been heard, 
either against the $2 increase in price 
or the logic of the conclusions. 

Improvements Made Possible. 

“Athletics for all’’ is a somewhat 
vague term. Fred W. Moore, Grad- 
uate Manager of Athletics at Harvard, 
says thatthe Crimson expects to get 
$85,000 more from the new scale of 
prices. The spécific purposes to which 
this sum will be applied are a new 
swimming pool and a new gymnasium 
that have lorig been planned; a new 
athletic administration building, com- 
plete drainage and leveling of Soldiers’

The financial statements of the Big 


Three disclose vividly the position that 


Big Brother Football occupies in re- 


lation to the other sports. At Yale 
the report:for the fiscal year ended 
July 1, 1925, gives the gross: receipts 
for football as $690,372.18 and the net 
$321,748.87. The total gross for all 
sports was $801,258.60. The year’s 
income at. Yale turned a deficit of 
$17,643 of the year before into a sur- 
plus of $20,972.27. It was football 
that made this possible, for every 
other sport showed a deficit, 

The largest single. sport on the 
wrong side. of.the ledger was crew, 
with $60,118, Next came track meets 
with Harvard, Prinééton, Pennsylva- 
nia and Dartmouth, which dipped into 
the football treasury for $47,476. 
Baseball came near payin~ its: way 
with receipts of $66,522, but even this 
sum, fell $1,361 short. The minor 
sports combined showed a deficit of 
$68,496, which was $17,150 greater 
than the year before. Hockey leaned 
most heavily upon ‘football with 
$9,000, and lacrosse was not far be- 
hind with $8,616. The general aver- 
age for the minor sports, including 
basketball, tennis, swimming and soc- 
cer, was around $5,000

There are 40,000 babies and 
young children (this does not include 
those of school -age) entirely depen- 
dent on the city for support. These 
are called less enfants assistés, and 
are children who have been either 
abandoned or have no parents living. 
Then there are the children whose 
parents are too poor to care properly 
for them; officially they’ are known 
as les enfants reés, The Assist- 
ance Publique has found that some 
parents are likely, in extreme poverty, 
to desert their young children, feeling 
that the children will be better cared 
for through public charity. For that 
reason the-society gives..a Small sum 
of money to families unable to support 
dependent members, as it has been 
proved better for a child to be kept in 
its:own home, }rovided it Is the right 
kind of home, than to be removed to 


ra strange environment. 
Only where it is discovered that_par- 


ents are improper guardians are chil- 
dren taken from t ir homes. Three 
times a week one of the city’s tribu- 
nals tries these cases and those of 
young delinquents who glefy parental 
authority. To the Assistance Publique 
each year fifty of these incorrigibles 
are handed over. 

The convent with the ‘‘turning door’’ 
that harbored so many of the aban- 
doned mites of the Middle Ages is no 
more in France. History tells. us.of 
the gray stone religious house with a

Family life Assured. 


Only three days are healthy young 
babies kept at hospital; and‘many 
are: less than three days old’ when 


left here, Unlike América, which keeps, 


many of her orphans in public institu- 
tions, France provides private homes 
for all hers. Families through the 
coun’ who are willing to take one or 
two children to bring up with their 
owm yotng ones are paid by the As- 
sistance Publique to do so. ' As Soon 
as.a child reaches working age, unless 
heis particularly gifted and continues 
fm school, a job is found for him by 
one of the society's agents. Though 
he is a wage-earner, the guardianship 
continues, 

Careful inspection is mgde of all jobs 
before children aré allowed to accept 
them, and frequent visits thereafter 
are made to see that employers live up 
te contracts, A portion of the weekly 
wage is put ito a saving fund, and 
this with interest is-given the hoy or 
girl at 21, with the additional sum 
allowed by the society. - 

.Though part of the 40,000,000 francs 
which France annually expends. on 
these wards of the public is derived 
from the tax on amusements and Iux- 
uries, a considerable part. is revenue 
from property belonging to the Assis- 
tance Publique. At the time of the 
French Revolution, when provision 
was first made for the official pro- 
tection of the country’s poor children, 
7,000 houses and farms were allotted 
to the society then formed to do this 
work. It is the rents and other in- 
come from this source that today 
provides no small part of the annual 
sum used. 

Of course, there are private charl- 
tiés- in France, as there are in the 
United States, which support no in- 
considerable number of needy chil- 
dren,- And other cities in » France 
have, just as Paris, societies similar 
to the Assistance Publique.

Prince Max declares in his book that 
the ‘Cabinet. was’ not informed - until 
Nov.2 that the situation was highly 
dangerous at Kiel; that the crews: of 
some of the larger vessels had refused 
to take theships to sea for manoeuvres 
on Oct. 29 and again on Oct. 30: and 
that the reason given by the mutineers 
was that the fleet commanders did not 
want peace but had decided to sacrifice 
both men and ships in a-~ desperate 
softie against the British fleet and 
allied ships. 

Thereupon, according to-Prince Max; 
the Cabinet sent word to the fleet 
commanders to maintain discipline at 
all costs. A dispatch to the Govern- 
rmeént dated; Nov. 4, described the situ- 
ation as having grown worse—the 
crews of the Third Squadrom had made 
“revolutionary demands,’ threatening 
to. Kill their officers unless the de- 
mands were eomplied with. There 
was said to have been encounters be- 
tween the mutincers and the troops: It 
was then evident’ to the Cabinet, writes 
Prince Max, that the port:naval au- 
thorities had lost control of the situa- 
tion.

He said 
that the association, which is now 
three years old, numbered about 200 
broadcasters, distributed over the 
United States, ranging from small 
power stations to large.

against, 

This was vigorously denied py Judge |

Quoting a remark: previously made 
by President Thayer of his organiza- 
tion, W. B..Harkness, Assistant Vice 
President of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, said that it 
had no breadcasting monopoly and de- 
sires none. 

“We operate only one station in New. 
York, City, WEAF, and there are 

, twenty-two other stations there,’’ Mr. 
Harkness said. “While we have con- 
nections with fifteen stations outside 
of New York City, we are only directly 
interested in one, WCAP, in, Wash-

New York City,.$400 an hour; Boston, 
$250; Philadelphia, $200; Pittsburgh, 
$200 Detroit, $200; Minneapolis, 
$260; St. Louis, $250, and Chicago, 
$350. For the sixteen stations with 
which the company connects thé 
charge aggregated $8,850. an hour, 
but, subject to certain discounts, really 
amounted to about $2,700 an hour for 
the full group.

MONOPOLY CLAUSE DROPPED 
FROM WHITE BILL 


LTHOUGH Section 4 of the White 
Radio bill was attributed to have 
been dropped in deference to pro- 

tests of concerns directly interested, 
the reason given by Chairman Scott, 
a Republican, of Michigan, of the 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries, is lack of jurisdiction of 
that committee to properly consider a 
matter ‘involving patents. 

Section 4 is a so-called. .monopoly 
clause, which was written ‘‘to pre- 
vent the receipt from any foreign 

country or the transmission within the 
United States or its possessions of any 
radio tubes or. radio apparatyg upon 
which ,there is any contract, agree- 
ment, &c., the purpose of which is to 
fix the price at which such commod- 
ity may be resold or to restrict or pro- 
hibit the parties by whom or the pur- 
.| pose for which such commodities Shall 
be used.”"*~ —~ 

“It is important to hote that the 
(first White dill introduced at this ses- 
sion was reported to the House,” 
Chairman Scott said, explaining the 
situation, “by this committee the day 
following its reference to this commit- 
tee, so that no opportunity was af- 
forded the membership of the ‘louse 
to protest to the Committee on Mer- 
chant Marine ahd Fisheries consider- 
ing this particular section in the bill 
which related to patent rights and. in- 
terstate commerce, over which two 
subjects the Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries has no jurisdic- 
tion. 

“The majority of this committee is 
opposed to this section on its merits, 
but, regardless of its merits, your 
committee feels that: its jurisdiction 
having been questioned, it is adopting 
the proper G6feréntial policy by -re- 
porting the new White bill.

A different version is given by Rep- 
resentative Davis, a Democrat, of 
Tennessee, expressing the minority 
view, who said upon the insertion of 
Section 4 into the bill “representatives 
of the radio monopoly immediately got 
very busy against this section.” Judge 
Davis called attention to’the fact that 
the same provision was endorsed by 
the committee last session. 

“There is no provision in the bill;*’ 
he conclu “tas reported prohibiting 
or guarding against the issuance or re- 
newal of licenses to parties unlawfully 
monopolizing or attempting to unlaw- 
fully monopolize radio communication, 
&c., unless and until such party shall 
have been found guilty thereof by a 
Federal court. In view of the report 
of the Federal’ Trade Commission, filed 
more than two years ago, the admis- 
sions of representatives of the monop- 
oly hereinbefore quoted, ,and other

Their wagons,’ weigh- 
ing more than four tons apiece, tow- 
ered royally above the sands they 
crossed, Blistering heat and treacher- 
ous morasses and steep-pitched moun- 
tain trails knew them, and Death rode 
often on the teamster’s seat. Their 
route lay across more than 150 miles

: ‘Fortune in Death Valley. 


**Rosie, she burns green!" cried a 
prospector to his wife ‘beside a lonely 
‘campfire in- Death Valley back in 
1883, as he watched the flames into 
which he had cast a handful of white 
substance. The famous borax fields 

’ had been discovered—the borax works 
came in. But how was the borax it- 
self to be taken to the nearest station 
at Mojave, Cal.? What system of 
transportation could be devised to 
bridge the tremendously long gap, 

‘ every mile of which was perilous? 

There were only shree springs on 
the trail, the first fifty’ miles from 
Mojave, the next seven miles further 
on, and the third twenty-six miles 
deeper in the wilderness. After the last 
spring there remained fifty-three milés 
of man-killing, desert before water 
in Death Valley could be reacifed. 
A loaded team could do only fifteen to 

* seventeen miles a day—the teams that 
plied between Mojave and Death Val- 
ley must ‘haul their own water and 
grain and hay or die.’ A fortune lay 
to hand in the borax mines if only a 
means of transportation could be de- 
vised. Frontier ingenuity was to be 
put to the test. : 


, And it rose to the occasion. J. 5. W. 
jPerry, simply as part of his job of 
. Superintendent at the borax fields, set 
down at a camp table and: sketched 
plans for®a set of wagons of a size 
never before considered ‘possible. 
These wagons were to carry a load of 
23,000 .pounds each, and there were 
to be two of them to a team. Each 
wagon would weigh 7,800 pounds, so 
that the mules would have to haul a 
composite weight of 61,600 pounds or 
10,000 pounds more than the capacity 
of a'modern freight car. Their beds 
were to be sixteen feet long, four teet 
wide and six feet deep. The tops of 
their wheels would be level with a 
man’s eyes. They would be the most 
colossal wagons ever built and they 
must be built on the desert itself. 


Picturesque Workers. 


So fires burned late in the smithy 
shacks of Mojave and the sounds of 
hammers and saws occupied the day. 
From all over the West came 
mules to be tried out in the greatest 
endurance test mules ever had been 


+ called on to face. The camps wére 


scoured for teamsters and. “swamp- 
ers” or helpers to ride the rear wagon. 
’ At last the day came when ten twen- 
ty-mule teams pulled out of Mojave 
on their way across the desert to the 
borax fields of Death Valley. 
“Tf historians and poets Mave been 
justified in writing rapturously about 
the Arab and hig steed, what may we 
ndt say of the Death Valley teamster 
and his mules?’’ wrote one old-timer. 
“To see him soar up over the Yront 
wheel to his perch, tilt his hat back 
on a rear corner of his head, gather 
in the slack of a jerk-line, loosen the 
ponderous brake and waken the dorm- 
ant energies of his team with ‘Git up, 
blank blank you, git up!’ ia the exe 
perience of a lifetime. ;

it endured unchanged from the day it 
was started to the recent: morning 
when the last twenty-mule team } 
into Daggett, Cal., and shook itself 
out of its traces. 

For twenty years the driver of the 
last twenty-mule team had been at his 
post, while his “swamper’’ had seven 
years of service to his credit. That is 
a long time to serve amid the tortur- 
ing heat of the désert, where men 
grow sullen and go mad from loneli- 
ness. In the old days; whenever a 


the superintendent of transportation 
invariably drew the men aside and in- 
quired if either of them had a com- 
plaint to make against the other, In 
the desert heat a fancied slight may 
be magnified into tremendous propor- 
tions. Never were a pair of men per- 
mitted to ride the same wagons if 
there was bitter blood between them: 


Desert Passions. 


No one wanted a repetition of ‘the 
occasion when a teamster and a 
swamper; on their way_in from Amar- 
gosa Valley with a load of borax, de- 
veloped a furious quarrel. That night 
while the teamster lay asleep by the 
campfire his swamper struck him over 
the-head with a shovel and buried him. 
The next day, when he attempted to 
drive the twentyemule team, it fell 
into helpless confusion, the wagons 
overturned, the mules scattered and 
the swamper suffered a broken leg. 

Unhitching one of the animals, he 
rode to the Amargosa ranch, and had 
to be carried more than 100 miles over

Great interest has been aroused in 


rowing circles by the discoveries aimed 
rto reduce the drudgery of this most 
punishing of all intercollegiate sports 
by removing the leg strain w&ich have 
been made by Guy E. Long, coxswain 
of the Cofnell warsity of 1902 and as- 
sistant coach ‘at Ithata last year. 
These discoveries inchide: a sliding 
ball-bearing oar lock, a rocking foot 
rest. and pneumatic seat. pads for the 
sliding seat in-racing shells. 

After working on these devices since 
the intercollegipte. rowing regatta - at 
Poughkeepsie last June, Mr.-Long has 
succeeded in perfecting them and has 
secured patents on them, and it is be- 
lieved that their application will prove 
a great. boon to rowing.

Off-Centre Pull Faulty. 


Concerning the sliding oar Jock, Mr. 
Long states that he has realized for 
some time the ill. effects that come 
from the off-centre-pull of the hands 
during the entire stroke and recovery. 
There is, he.claims, excessive. body 
strain due to twisting, particularly on 
the catch, a tipping of the shell just 
before the catch, and a loss of: lever- 
age for the reason that the line of ‘pull 
is never at right angles ‘to the: oar. 

“In this connection,” Mr. Long 
writes, ‘it might be said that it is 
the English custom to seat each man 
as far from his row 1 as possible 
in order to get the same result as»I 
am getting. This, however, ces 
four men on each side of the:shell, in- 
stead. of in line in the céntte as is the 
American -practice.”’ 

Another evil effect of the off-centre 
pull, according to Mr. Long, is the 
loss of energy algo on the recovery, and 
it likewise retards the run of the shell.

IN NEW YORK CITY 


Metropolitan Area Forges Ahead, 
While the Country at Large 
Shows a Loss. 


While building activities throughout 
the greater part ‘of the United States 
have shown indications within the last 
thirty days of a decided slowing, down, 
reports yesterday . revealed’ that ‘the 
metropolitan zone of New York City 
was continuing to forge ahead, with a 
gain in February of 15 per-cent. over 
the.same month last year. 

According to official reports in forty-. 
five cities and towns made to S..W. 


Straus & Co. within the metropolitan 
zone, plans were filed, including those 


of the five boroughs, of $79,821,227. Two 
of the cities of Long Island did-not re- 
port comparable figures, but the gain 
in. the forty-three suburban cities 
where comparisons .were possible 
showed an increase of $10,259,060. The 
reports showed approximately $18,000,- 
000 of residential plans filed. evs 
- February permits issued in twenty- 
three New Jers cities, $12,595,329; 
fifteen cities in: Westchester County, 
$6,005,173; three cities in .Connecticut,

Unfortunately a considerable. number 
of towns villages on Long Island 
have no laws requiring the filing of 
building plans. In Westchester County, 
where such conditions do not prevail, 
it was revealed that tHis section is en- 
joying a substantial upbuilding second 
to none in the United States. 

In the national nionthly building sur- 
vey of 8. W. Straus & Co., .Newark, 
Jersey City, Mount Vernon and 
Yonkers were listed among the twenty- 
five leading building cities of the coun- 
try. Mount Vernon had a February 
total of $2,054,000, an incréase of 613+ 
per cent., which was exceeded by only 
one in the United States, Fort 
Laude , Bla.

Forty-four Lots in Northern 
Bronx Area Will Be Offered 
at Auction? 


OTHER SALES ARE PLANNED 


Proceeds to Be Used by Conservation 
Commissioner for Extension 
of State Parks. 


An important sale of property owned 
by New York State, the proceeds of 
which will go into the fund for the ac- 
quisition of State parks, will be held 
at the Bronx Borough Hall, Third Ave- 
nue and 177th Street, on Tuesday, 
March 30, at 11 A..M. The sale: will 
be conducted by Roy G. Finch, State 
Engineer and Surveyor, acting for the 
Comimissioners of the Land Office. 

The sale involves forty-four lots in 
the northern Bronx section. Thirty- 
three lots are on Olinville Avenue and 
White Plains Road, at Waring Avenue 
and Boston Road; ten lots are on Val- 
éritine and Tiebout Avenues, south of 
East. 184th Street, and one ifs at:.the 
corner of Baker Avenue and Garfield 
Street, a block west of White Plains 
Road. ‘ 

The total sales value which the Stat 
Engineer recommends as thé minimum 
to be accepted is $93,000, but their 
actual value; based on prices of real 
estate in the section, is much greater, 
and it is expected that fully $150,000 
will be‘ realized. The minimum lot 
prices run from $250 for small gores 

$4,500 : 


These properties came into possession 
of the State from two sources. About 
eighty years ago the Federal Govern- 
ment allotted to various States a sur- 
plus of funds to be used for mortgage 
loans on real estate. New York State’s 
quota was about $13,000,000, which it 
advanced to residents on the security 
of their real estate. Some of these 
loans were not repaid and the State 
took the land on foreclosure. All the 
Bronx parcels were obtained this way 
and the State’s title to them is clear. 
The other reason for such acquisitions 
by the State ‘was the failure of per. 
erty owners to pay their shares of the 
cost .of street or highway openings, 
which had been assessed on fixed 
areas. Where adequate bids were not 
offered in the foreclosure pr 3, 
the State bid them in. ‘ 


Unappropriated Lands. 

These lands were listed for many 
years as ~“Unappropriated ‘State 
Lands.” A. law was _passed in 1923 
whereby the Commissioners of the 
Land Office may direct the State En- 
gineer to convey to a city, incorpo- 


for sale and the moneys received in 
payment put at the disposal ,of the 
Conservation Commissioner as a re- 
volving: fund for the acquisition of 
lands to exte~d. State: parks. 

" The New York State Association and 
the City Reereation Committee, which 
had been instruméntal in the passage 
of the bill for’ sale of these lands, 
brought to the attention of New York 
City officials the opportunities pre- 
sented in them for acquisition of small 
parks and playgrounds. Those organ- 
izations also made a search of the 
properties and provided maps and de- 
scriptions. Park and other city offi- 
cials visited the properties and found 
four parcels in the Bronx, twelve in 
Brooklyn and seventeen parcels in 
Richmond suitable for park or play- 
ground purposes. The Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportfonment adopted a 
resolution certifying to their suitabil- 
ity for recreation. Similar parcels 
fwere selected by a number of cities, 
towns and counties up-State. 


Other Parcels For Sale. 


In order to clear the unappropriated 
lands of impediments ‘for sale for the 
park fund, the Commissioners of the 
Land Office canceled the unpaid taxes 
on lands not desired by the city for 
parks, and the city canceled the taxes 
due from the State, in the Borough of, 
the Bronx, but this cancellation did 
not extend to the parcels in Brooklyn 
and Richmond, where some of the 
State’s titles are in dispute. 

It is believed that more than 1,000 
small parcels in Richmond will soon 
be ready for sale. The. State then 
turned over to the city the four par- 
cels requested in the Borough of the 
Bronx: One of these park sites is on 
Olinville Avenue, opposite the largest 
block of Iots to be sold for the park 
fund. 

The proceeds of the sales will be 
placed in the State Treasury as a 
State park fund, and appropriations 
from it may be asked of the Legisla- 
ture by the various regional park 
commissions and other agencies as- 
sociated in the State Council of —- 

It has been proposed that ch 
moneys may be used as a revolving 
fund for revenue producing public 
services in State parks, the income 
from which would be paid to the fund, 
which could be used over and over for 
such purposes. As complications de- 
laying clearance of title other unap- 
propriated State lands are straighten 
out, their sale will add further sums 
to the park fund.

Relic of Early Inwood Days Torn 
Down by Builders for. 


_ DYCKMAN STREET PROGRESS 


, Business and Apartment House 
= Development Extending Westward 
Beyond Broadway. 


Old- residents of the Inwood section 
have watched with more or less. inter- 
est during the last few days the demo- 
lition. of one of the, few remaining 
landmarks which dated back half a 
century or more ago to the days when 
the most northerly end of Manhattan 

“Island was: restricted to fine. homes, 
large estates and broad acres of farm 
land. The old building” which has just 
disappeared from view occupied a com- 
manding site on top of the lofty cliff 
overlooking Broadway. and Dyckman 
Street, one of the busy traffic centres 
in upper Manhattan. 

The house, with: the. large property 
surrounding it, has long been owned 
by the Ganz estate and was sold. last 
eer Oy thé Dyckman ‘Street brokers, 

olz & Maas, to operators, who re- 
cently ‘sold it to the “building, firm of 
Finkelstein & Schwartz. Preparatory 
to clearing away the rocky. eminence 
the new owners have.torn down the 
ancient mansion; a frame structure of 
ample dimensions, which overlooked on 
the south the older wooden edifice of 
the Inwood Presbyterian Church, a 
familiar landmark for three-quarters 
of a century. : 

On the site will-be erected a large 
theatre, a six-story apartment. house 
and two taxpayer buildings. -The cost 
will represent $1,500,000 or more and it 
will be one of the largest building 
operations in the Dyckman and Inwood’ 
areas, where apartment ‘house con- 
atruction has been unusually active 
during the last three years. 

‘“Thid” operation, in addition to the 
ether structures in the: immediate 
neighborhood,” said Volz & Mads, who 
have witnessed the rapid upbuilding of 
the locality, “‘is destirled- to. make 
Dyckman Street the liveliest business 
thoroughfare’ north of i18ist Street 
within a short time. . Just west of this 
new operation two or three large apart- 
ments have lately been finished and 
the ‘building movement, is steadily 
progressing all the way along Dyck- 
man Street to the ferry: slip.’’ 

Mr. Maas: has always been one of 
the strenuous boosters. for Dyckman 
Street, and his prophetic vision, years 
ago, is now clearly in evidence. Up 
to’ the present, 207th Street, a few 
blocks north has been the leading cross 
town business thoroughfare, in that 
section, due to the numeroys apartment 
houses in its vicinity and the trolley 
line from’ Broadway. eastward, cross- 

‘ing the 207th Street bridge and thence 
through the uptown commercial sect- 
tion of the Bronx. These, advantages 
meéan a great deal for 207th Street. 
There is no indication that its activity 
will ever grow less and.like Dyckman 
Street, it has the benefit: of a subway 
station. ? ‘ 

With the opening to motor traffic a 
few years ago of the improved Speed- 
way, the northern terminus of which 
is at Nagle Avenue; where Dyckman 
Street, at the subway station begins, 
followed by a marked building move- 
ment which has filled the long vacant 
blocks to the south with a score or 
more of large and well oceupied apart- 
ment houses, Dyckman Street began 
to take on the importance to which 
it’ is logicaly entitled. ‘The Hensle 
building firm‘ about a year ago erected 
two fine apartments on the hitherto 
vacant block between Nagle and Post 
Avenues and the twenty or more 
stores on the ground floor have been 
fully rented and evidently, due to the 
increased population, are enjoying a 
prosperous trade. 

The increasing popularity of the 
Dyckman Street Ferry for motorists 
and its use, also, by thousands of 
young people from all parts of the 
city during the warm. weather to reach 
the open spaces of the Interstate Pali- 
gades Park on the New Jersey shore 
make’ Dyckman Street one of the live 
uptown ‘thoroughfares. The junction

MOSQUITOS COSTLY 


TO REALTY DEALERS 
Their Presence Repels Buyers 


and Keeps Prices Low—New 
Methods of Extermination. 


The fewer the mosquitos the higher 
prices dealers in real estate obtain 
for their land, according to’‘a state- 
ment by the agriculturc, division of 
the State University of New Jersey. 
Therefore the assistance’ of} all the 
residents: of New Jersey is asked for 
in the work of exterminating the lit- 
tle. pests. All of the experts of the 
university have taken an interest in 
the work; and at the thirteenth an- 


nual meeting of the New Jersey Mos- 
quito Extermination Society recently 
scientists discussed the sort-of work 
that was necessary to destroy the in- 
sects, 

Dr. J. T. Headlee, entomologist, pre- 
sented figures showing great increases 
in tax ratables in metropolitan areas 
since mosquito extermination efforts 
have rendered many districts almost 
free from the pests. Arthur Gibson, 
an entomologist fromm Canada, cited 
similar results in his country, and Dr. 
Frederick Hoffman, statistician of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Company, 
described how the industrial success 
of many lecalities in North Africa 
and in the southern section of the 
United States had been either insured 
or ruinedg.depending on mosquito con- 
trol or the lack of it. 

New developments. in mosquito work 
throughout the world during 1925 were 
discussed by Dr. L. O. Howard, chief 
of the Bureat’ of Entomology of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The question of mosquito con- 
trol and extermination was talked 
about from many different angles. 
Perhaps the most important of the 
talks was given by Dr. William Iu- 
dolfs, biochemist of the New Jersey 
Experiment Station, who announced 
the discovery of an effective mosquito 
repellant for use by human beings. It 
consists of four to six. parts of either 
thuja oil or cinnamic aldehyde and 
ninety-four to ninety-sfx parts of cold 
cream. n . 

Dr. Rudolfs also described the year’s 
progress in controlling mosquitos by 
cutting off the food supply of their 
laryae. It has been definitely proved, 
he said, that if an economical poison 
can be developed for killing the mi- 
croscopic plants and animals which 
fureish this food the method will be 
entirely practical in standing bodies 
of water.

ON JERSEY'S FRONT 


Simpson Act a 7 Forward Step 
Toward ‘Making All North 
Jersey Into One City. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS OPPOSE 


¢ 


Real Estate Interests. See a’ Great 
' Boom in Values In the Pro- 
posed Mergers. 


Senator Alexander. Simpson’s bill for 
the consolidation of municipalities in 
the first class counties of New Jergey, 
now pending in the State Senate at 
Trenton, is one of the most forward- 
looking bits of legislation ever; offered 
in either house. Senator Simpson is 
the representative in the Senate of the 
great county of Hudson, which lies 
just across the Hudson from a point 
south’ opposite Port Richmond, Staten 
Island, to a‘point north about opposite 
Fort Lee, on the famous Palisades, 
and fs accounted one of-the most stir- 
ring orators who ever sat in the Legis- 


lature. The. importance of: the : bill 
arises from the fact that it contem- 
plates the progression of local consoli- 
dations that are eventually, Jerseymen 
believe, to plant the métropolis of the 
nation on the west shore of the river. 
In the days before the Revolution 
Alexander Hamilton was invited by a 
little coterie of mill operators, ‘who 
foresaw the /value of the great falls 
at Paterson for power facilities, to 
draw a charter that would assure the 
water rights to them, and it was his 
genius that brought the Society for 
Ugeful Manufactures — known as the 
. U. M.—into/ being. His skill was 
invoked by interests in other districts, 
and his observations led him to predict, 
that the then future metropolis of the 
nation would be on the west shore of 
the Hudson. He saw the land-locked 
harbor in the Raritan Bay as the an- 
chorage for the navies of the earth and 
it was with that culmination in view 
that e first. of New Jerse¢y’s rail- 
roads ran from Camden to Amboy. 


Marvelous Growth of Upper Jersey. 


But all the growth of the upper part 
of the State has been to the north of 
Raritan Bay, from Bergen Point up to 


the New York State line. ,That end 
of the State -has grown with such 
marvelous rapidity, in population 
wealth and resource, that the idea of 
melting all of the communities that 
make it up into one grand and im- 
posing city has been in the Jersey 
mind for more than a third of a 
century. There are indeed enthusiasts 
in New Jersey who see ‘all Northern 
New Jersey linking herself to Greater 
New York in the end and becoming 
a new State all by itself. 

That end of New Jersey is now under 
the control of an endless lot of local 
governments of one kind or another; 
but from’ New Brunswick or the 
south miles and miles up the river 
front to Englewood and beyond the 
localities run up against one another 
|so:closely that it is impossible for any 
but a surveyor to say where one ends 
and the other begins. The region em- 
braces all the important cities in the 
State—Hackensack, Jersey City, Hobo- 
ken, Paterson, Passaic, Newark, the 
Oranges, Elizabeth and New Bruns- 
wick—and holds a population of, at a 
rough guess, nearly three millions of 
souls. It is covered with industrial 
activities of all kinds and its~ per 
capita of wealth may exceed that even 
of New. York City. 

The aréa is split up into six big coun- 
ties—at the north Bergen, with Hack- 
ensack for its centre; Passaic, with 
Paterson; Essex, with Newark and the 
Oranges; Hudson, with Jersey City 
and Hoboken; Union, with Elizabeth, 
and at the south Middlesex, with New 
Brunswick, And of coufse there are 
county as: well as municipal lines to/ 
be obliterated in the forward move- 
ment to metropolitan greatness. So, 
it goes without saying that there 
must. be a lot of consolidations and a 
lot of givagand-take in the steps to- 
ward the realization of the enormous 
potentialities ‘of the situation. 

Senator Simpson’s. bill makes an om- 
nibus merger of all the municipalities 
in ‘the first-class counties.in New Jer- 
sey. <A first-class county is, by Court 
ruling,: one having: more than 100,000 
population, and there are three in the 
State meeting that requirement—Hud- 
son, Essex and Passaic.

With an area equal to twelve city 
blocks now undergoing improvements 
by . prominent ~— builders, Jackson 
Heights is passing through a period 
of great development, said.

With the exception of seventeen, all 
were sold to builders, who. began im- 
provements at once/ The result is 
that there were recently completed or 
are now under construction 235 single 
family houses, 242 two-family houses, 
three garden apartments and several 
stores. More than ‘$5,000,000 are in- 
volved in this program. ° 

“The fact that Jackson Heights is 
a restricted‘ community has attracted 


many builders. Through a rational 
control. of the types of buildings 
erected the builder and purchaser are 
assured permanent values. They 
know that nothing will. be erected in 
the immediate neighborhood to im- 
pair the investment.” 

The single-family and two-family 


houses are being erected on Thirtieth } 


Street and east to Thirty-fourth 
Street between Roosevelt Avenue and 
Northern Boulevard. Individuality 
and group harmony have been ev- 
ed at the same time, with an hi- 
tectural effect that gives this section 
of Jackson Heights the charm of an 
English garden city. 

At the present time, it is said, there 
is more land at Jackson Heights, un- 
der single management, available to 
builders than anywhere else in New 
York City. That area is part of the 
original 100- city, blocks which consti- 
tuted the Barclay-Dugro tract, the 
holdings of The Queenshoro Corpora- 
tion, and upon which is being built 
the restricted community of garden 
apartments and English type homes. 


JEWISH TEMPLE SALE. 


Deal Autharized Despite Objections 
of Many Members. 

Despite the opposition of many 
members of the Congregation Rodeph 
Sholom last week at a meeting to 
ratify the actions of the trustees in 
the sale of the Remple property, south- 
east corner of Lexington Avenue and 
Sixty-third Street, favorable action 
was ultimately gptained. 

_It was pointed out by the members 
of ‘the opposition that the Temple was 
constructed fifty-one years ago for the 
Temple Beth-Hl, that the congregation 
Rodeph Sholom purchased it in 1890, 
that the pulpit was imported from 
Europe many years ago, and is one of 
the most artistic, examples of its kind 
in America, that;the.Temple and its 
activities have formed a part of the 
Maily life of the community for many 
years, and that thé destruction would 
be in line with the present commercial 
tendency to destroy old landmarks, 
which are mellowed with the memories 
of generations. :. 

In answer to this it was shown that 
the Temple Beth-El had. relocated on 
Fifth Avenue and Seventy-sixth Street, 
in order to serve a congregation which 
was shifting to the vicinity of that 
neighborhood, and that the--Temple 
Emanu-El had recently effected a sim- 
ilar move to upper Fifth Avenue. It 
was urged that in view of the shifting 
of the residences it would be desirable 
tor the Congregation Rodeph Sholom 
to give up its present site and move to 
the section west -of Central Park West. 

The buyer of the property is Bernard 
Reich and he will take title as soon as 
|formal approval of the-sale is. given 
by the Supreme Court. He plans to 
erect onthe site an’ apartment hotel 
for which Emory Roth, the @rchitect, 
is preparing plans.

“I believe that the best interests of 
the State will be served,’’ he said, “if 
Governor Smith will appoint a c@m- 
mittee of men prominent in architec- 
tural and allied fields to submit rec- 
ommendations as to the proper type of 
building and to supervise the proposed 
building program. ral 

‘Naturally, the only. class of building 
which will safely provide proper se- 
curity for a bond issue is where per- 
manent materials, such as brick, stone 
and:steel, support the structure, where 
materiais with a long life, and prop- 
erly combined, reduce depreciation and 
where fire resisting materials will 
notonly keep Msurance premiums at a 
minimum but will safeguard life and 
property. 

“It would be the duty of such a 
committee to advise and pass upon 
plans, materials, methods of construc- 
tion and other features with the idea 
of . prot the community against 
both financial and economic loss. ~ 

“The State no less than the indi- 
vidual tenant is concerned that only 
permanént, fireproof, sahitary build- 
ings be approved. In this connection 
the following paragraph from a survey 
on building conditions in the United 
States, compiled by a well known 
writer, is interesting: ‘The country at 
the present time is at the peak of a 
swing toward substitutes and cheap- 
ness. It i& my belief that there will be 
a swing away from synthetic products 
and back to real, honest-to-goodness 
construction, but at the present time 
much. building material is béing sold 
on a price basis and with/little regard 
for quality.’ - 

“A message of encouragement to the 
advocates of the cause of better build- 
ing was made in the annual recommen- 
dations of Governor Fuller to the State 
-Legislature of Massachusetts. He dis- 


need for sa@fe construction, healthful, 
enduring, beautiful buildings that will 
reduce the fire maintenance and up- 
keep figures while they increase the 
State efficiency.”’ 

Mr. Perrot:.calls attention to the fact 
that certain American cities, as Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Denver and St. Louis, 
have adopted building codes which

ment in their corporate limits. Some 
cities have suffered disastrously from 


time by the forelock and acted from 
precautionary reasons only.
